Slavery^  and  fir  conq)ktinff  the  fill  Piayment  of  such  Cemqienta^' 
tiofL,  it  was  enacted,  that  for  making  Provision  for  the  Pay*

*  against  Law:  And  whereas  it  is  adjudged  necessary  by  Her

^  should  be  continued,  for  the  Safety  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
^the  Defence  of  the  Possessions  of  Her  Majesty's  Crown,  and

Execution  whatsoever,  other  than  for  some  Criminal  Matter, 

unless  an  Affidavit  shaJl  be  made  by  the  Plaintiff  or  some  one 

on  his  Behalf,  for  which  no  Fee  shall  be  taken,  before  some 

Judge  of  the  Court  out  of  which  such  Process  or  Execution 

shall  issue,  or  before  some  Person  authorized  to  take  Affidavits 

in  such  Courts,    of  which  Affidavit  a    Memorandum  shall, 

without  Fee^  be  indorsed  upon  the  Back  of  .such  Process,  that 

the  original  Debt  for  which  the  Action  has  been  brought  or 

Execution  sued  out  amounts  to  the  Value  of  Thirty  Pounds 

at  least,  over  and  above  all  Costs  of  Suit  in  the  Action  or 

Actions  on  which  the  same  shall  be  grounded ;  and  any  Judge 

of  such  Court  may  examine  into  any  Complaints  made  by  a 

Soldier,  or  by  hb  Superior  Officer,  and  by  Warrant  ^nder  his 

Hand  discharge  such   Soldier  without  Fee^  he  being  shown 

to  be  duly  enlisted,  and  to  have  been  arrested  contrary  to  the 

Intent  of  this  Act,  and  shall  award  reasonable  Costs  to  such 

CoBiplainant,  who  shall  have  for  the  Recovery  thereof  the  like 

Remedy  as  would  have  been  applicable  to  the  Recovery  of  any 

Costs  which  might  have  been  awarded  against  the  Complainant 

in  any  Judgment  or  Execution  as  aforesaid  \  provided  .that  any 

Plamtiff,  upon  Notice  of  the  Cause  of  Action  first  given   in 

Writing  to  any  Soldier,  or  left  at  his  last  Quarters  or  Place  of 

Re^dence  before  such  Listing,  may  file  a  Common  Appearance 

in  any  Action  to  be  brought  for  or  upon  account  of  any  Debt

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  'M^esty 
to  make  Articles  of  War  for  the  better  Government  of  Ifer 
Majesty's  Forces,  which  Articles  shall  be  judicially  taken  notice 
of  by  ul  Judges  and  in  all  Courts  whatsoever ;  and  Copies  of 
the  same,  prmted  by  the  Queen's  Printer,  shall,  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  the  same  shall  have  been  made  and 
established  by  Her  Majesty,  be  transmitted  by  Her  Majesty's 
Secretary  at  War,  signed  with  his  oWn  Hand  and  Name^  to 
the  Judges  of  Her  Majesty's  Superior  Courts  at  Wesinmuier, 
Dublin,  and  Edinburgh  respectively,  and  also  to  the  Governors 
of  Her  Mi^es^s  Dominions  Abroad ;  provided  that  no  Per- 
son within  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Irdani, 
or  the  British  Isles,  shall  by  such  Articles  of  War  be  subject  to 
be  transported  as  a  Felon,  or  to  suffer  any  Punishment  extend- 
ing to  Life  or  Limb,  except  for  Crimes  which  ard  by  tlus  Act 
expressly  made  liable  to  such  Transportation  or  to  such  Punish- 
ment as  aforesaid,  or  shall  be  subject,  with  reference  to  any 
Crimes  made  punishable  by  this  Act,  to  be  punished  in  any 
Manner  which  shall  not  accord  with  the  Provisions  of  this  Act 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  Her  Majesty  may  from  Time 
to  Time  grant  a  Commission,  under  the  Royal  Sign  Manual, 
for  the  holding  of  General  Courts*martial  within  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Irelandj  in  like  Manner  as 
has  been  heretofore  used;  and  that  for  bringing  Offenders 
against  the  Articles  of  War  to  Justice  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her 
Majes^  to  erect  and  constitute  Courts-martial  within  die 
Unitea  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  as  well  as  to 
grant  Her  Royal  Commissions  or  Warrants  to  the  Chief 
Governor  or  Governors  of  Ireland,  the  Commander  of  the  Forces, 
or  the  Person  or  Persons  commanding  in  chie^  or  commanding 
for  the  Time  being  any  Body  of  Her  Majesty's  Forces^  as  well 
within  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
the  British  Isles,  as  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Garrisons  and 
Dominions  or  elsewhere  beyond  the  Seas,  for  convening,  as  well 
as  for  authorizing  any  Officer  under  their  respective  Command, 
not  below  the  Degree  of  a  Field  Officer,  to  convene,  Courts- 
martial,  as  Occasion  may  require,  for  the  Trial  of  Offences 
committed  by  any  of  the  Forces  under  their  several  Command, 
whether  the  same  shall  have  been  committed  before  or  after 
such  Officer  shall  have  taken  upon  himself  such  Command; 
and  any  Person  subject  to  this  Act,  who  shall  in  any  of  Her 
Majesty's  Dominions  or  elsewhere  commit  any  of  the  Offences 
for  which  he  may  be  liable  to  be  tried  by  Courts-martial  by 
virtue  of  this  Act,  may  be  tried  and  punished  for  the  same 
in  any  Part  of  Her  Majesty's  Dominions  where  he  may  have 
come  after  the  Commission  of  the  Offence,  as  if  the  OSence 
had  been  committed  where  such  Trial  shall  take  place.

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Bahamasy  Africa^  and  the  AudraUan  Cblohies  excepted,)  or  in 
the  Settlements  of  the  East  India  Company,  shall  consist  of  not 
leas  than  Thirteen  Commissioned  Officers;  if  convened  in 
6enmida  or  the  Bahamas^  or  out  of  the  Queen's  Dominionsi 
exceptif^  Africa  wad  the  Australian  Colonies,  shall  consist  of  not 
leas  than  Seven^  and  in  Africa  and  the  Australian  Colonies  of 
not  less  tfiati  Five,  Commissioned  Officers ;  and  no  Judgment 
flf  Death  shall  pass  without  the  Concurrence  of  Two  Thirds  at 
the  least  of  the  Officers  present ;  and  the  President  shall  in  no 
Case  be  the  Officer  commanding  in  chief  or  Oovernor  of  the 
Garrison  where  the  Offender  shall  be  tried,  nor  under  the 
DeMe  of  a  Field  Officer,  unless  where  a  Fidd  Officer  cannot 
be  had,  nor  in  any  Case  whatsoever  under  the  Degree  of  a 
Csftain.

Confinement  for  any  Portion  or  Portions  of  such  Imprisonment, 
not  exceeding  One  Month  at  a  Time^  or  Three  Months  at 
different  Times,  with  Intervals  of  not  less  than  One  Month 
between  such  Times,  in  One  Year,  or  of  such  Imprisonment 
with  hard  Labour,  or  may  sentence  any  Soldier  to  Corporal

misapply,  or  be  concerned  in  or  connive  at  the  Embezdement, 
fraudulent  Misapplication,  or  Damage  of 'any  Moneyt  Pro-

XIIL  And  be  it  enacted,  Tliat  in  certiun  Cases,  where  it  Mixture  of 
may  be  necessary  or  expedient,  Officers  of  Her  Majesty's  ^'''<*"  "P**?  , 
Marine  Forces  may  sit  upon  Courts-martial  m  conjunction 
with  Officers  of  Her  Majesty's  Land  Forces,  and  such  Courts- 
martial  9haU  be  r^pilat^  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes,  in  like 
Manner  as  if  they  were  composed  of  Officers  of  the  Land  Forces 
only,  lyhpther  the  Commanding  Officer  by  whose  Orders  such 
Court-martial  is  assembled  belong  to  the  Land  or  to  the  Marine 
Forces ;  and  Officers  of  Her  Majesty's  Land  Forces  ai^d  Offi-

such,  and  on  Trials  by  other  Courts-martial  before  the  President 
of  such  Court,  who  are  hereby  respectively  authorized  to  admi- 
nister the  same,  and  any  sworn  Member  shall  administer  the  Oath 
to  the  President ;  and  as  soon  as  the  said  Oaths  shall  have  been 
administ^ed  to  the  respective  Members,  the  President  of  tlie 
Conn  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  adn^inister  to  the 
Jt^ge  Advocate,  or  the  Person  officiating  as  such,  the  Oath  in  the 
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Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed ;  and  no  Proceeding  or  Trial  shall 
be  had  upon  any  Offence  but  between  the  Hours  of  .Eight  of  the 
Clock  in  the  Morning  and  Four  in  the*  Afternoon,  except  in  Cases 
which  require  an  immediate  Example,  and  except  in  the  Eatt 
IndieSj  where  such  Proceedings  or  Trial  may  be  had  between  the 
Hours  of  Six  in  the  Morning  and  Four  in  the  Afternoon :  Pro-

pan/s  Forces,  in  which  he  has  so  enlisted,  during  all  the  Time 
the  Militia  to  which  he  shall  belong  shall  remain  disembodied, 
or  shall  not  be  called  out  for  Training  or  Exercise^  and  shall 
during  all  such  Time  be  subject  to  all  the  Provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  liable  to  be  apprehended  and  dealt  with  and  punished 
as  a  Deserter  from  the  Corps  in  which  he  shall  have  so  enlisted, 
if  he  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  and  serve  in  such  Corps  as 
aforesaid. 

XXXVIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Military  Officer,  Penalty  on 
who  shall  act  contrary  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  in  any  Officers  offend* 
respect  regarding  the  enlisting  and  attesting  of  Recruits  of  H^r  ^j^^^^^^^i,^^ 
Majesty's  Service,  or  for  the  Service  of  the  Eaat  India  Company,  Enlistment, 
shall,  upon  Proof  thereof  upon  Oath  by  Two  Witnesses  before 
a  General  Court-martial,  be  cashiered  and  disabled  \o  hold  any 
Civil  or  Military  Office  or  Employment  in  Her  Majesty^s  Service. 

XXXVIII.  ^  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  Provision  Enlistment  and

to  be  an  attested  Soldier;  and  as  often  as  any  Ccsps  shall  be 
relieved  or  disbanded  at  any  Station  beyond  the  Seas,  it  shall 
he  lawful  for  any  Officers  thereunto  authorized  by  the  Officer 
conunanding  in  chief  at  such  Station  to  enlist  as  many  of  the 
Soldiers  bekmging  to  the  Corps  leaving  the  Station  as  shall 
be  willing  and  fit  for  Service  for  any  Corps  appointed  to  re- 
main; and  every  Soldier  so  enlisted  is  hereby  deemed  to  be

duce the  Certificate  of  such  Justice  of  his  having  taken  such

when  required,  and  shall  bind  over  such  Person  as  he  may  think  . 
proper  to  give  Evidence  against  the  OiFender,  who  shall  be 
trial  at  the  next  or  at  the  Sessions  immediately  succeeding  the 
next  General  or  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  County,  Division,  or 
Place,  unless  the  Court  shall  on  just  Cause  put  off  the  Trial; 
and  the  Production  of  the  Indenture,  with  the  Certificate  of  the 
Justices  that  the  same  was  proved,  shall  be  sufficient  Evidence 
of  the  said  Indenture ;  and  every  such  OiFender,  in  Scotland^  may 
be  tried  by  the  Judge  Ordinary  in  the  County  or  Stewartry,  in 
such  and  the  like  Manner  as  any  Person  may  be  tried  in  Seat" 
Wfor  wiy  Offence  not  inferring  a  Capital  Punishment;  pro- 
vided that  any  Justice  not  required  as  aforesaid  to  commit 
such  Apprentice  may  deliver  him  to  his  Master. 

XLIII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  Musters  shall  be  taken  of  Musters,  and 
every  Regiment,  Troop,  or  Company  in  Her  Majesty's  Service,  Sllrt'^^"  ^*^ 
twice  at  least  in  every   Year,  at  such  limes  as  sliall  be  ap- 
pointed; and  no   Soldier  shall  be  absent  from  such  Musters, 
unless  properly  certified  to  be  employed  on  some  other  Duty 
<rf  the  Regiment,  or*  to  be  sick,  or  in  Prison,  or  on  Furlough ; 
and  every  Person  who  shall  give  or  procure  to  be  given  any 
untrue  Certificate  'whereby  to  excuse  any  Soldier  for  his  Absence 
fifom  any  Muster  or  any  other  Service  which  he  ought  to  attend 
or  perform,  or   shall    make   any  false  or  untrue  Muster  of 
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Man  or  Horsey  or  shall  wittingly  or  willingly  allow  or  sign 
the  Muster  Roll  wherein  such  false  Muster  k  contained,  or 
any  Duplicate  thereof,  or  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  take 
or  cause  to  be  taken  any  Money  or  Gratuity  for  mustering  any 
Soldiers,  or  for  signing  any  Muster  Rolls  or  Duplicates  thereof  or 
shall  knowingly  muster  any  Person  by  a  wrong  Name,  upon  Proof 
thereof  upon  Oath  made  by  Two  Witnesses  before  a  General 
Court-martial,  shall  for  such  Offence  be  forthwith  cashiered, 
and  shall  be  thereby  utterly  disabled  to  have  or  hold  any  Civil 
or  Military  Office  or  Employment  within  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland^  or  in  Her  Majesty's  Service ;  and 
if  the  Person  giving  such  untrue  Certificate  shall  not  have 
any  Military  Commission,  he  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  Offence 
the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds ;  and  any  Person  who  shall  falsely 
be  mustered  or  offer  himself  to  be  mustered,  or  lend  or  furnish 
any  Horse  to  be  falsely  mustered,  shall,  upon  Oath  made  by 
Two  Witnesses  before  some  Justice  of  the  Peace*  residing  near 
the  Place  where  such  Muster  shall  be  made^  forfeit  the  Sum  of 
Twenty  Pounds ;  and  the  Informer,  if  he  belongs  to  Her  Majesty's 
Service,  shall,  if  he  demand  it,  be  forthwith  discharged. 

XLIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  Forty-eight  Hours  Notice 
shall  be  given  to  Six  Justices,  not  being  Officers  of  the  Amiy» 
residing  within  the  City  and  Liberties  of  Westminster  and 
Borough  of  Sauthtoar/tj  of  the  Muster  to  be  taken  of  Her 
Majesty's  Forces  quartered  within  the  said  City  and  Liberties 
and  Borough ;  and  no  Officer  shall  proceed  to  take  such  Musters, 
under  Penalty  of  Fifty  Pounds,  except  in  the  Presence  of  Two 
more  Justices,  who  shall  take  cognizance  of  such  Muster, 


or 


and  sign  the  same,  unless  such  Justices  shall  neglect  to  attend, 
of  which  Neglect,  as  well  as  of  the  proper  Notice  being  given 
to  such  Justices,  Oath  shall  be  made,  within  Forty-eight  Hours 
after  such  Muster,  before  any  Justice ;  and  the  Officer  appointed 
to  take  the  Half-yearly  Musters  of  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Forces, 
at  any  Place  Ten  Miles  distant  from  London^  shall  close  the 
Muster  Rolls  within  Twenty-four  Hours  after  the  said  Muster 
has  been  made,  and  send  a  Copy  thereof  within  Seven  Days 
to  the  Secretary  at  War. 

XLV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Soldier  who  shall  absent 
himself  without  Leave,  or  who  shall  desert,  shall,  on  Conviction 
by  a  General  or  other  Court-martial,  in  addition  to  any  Punish- 
ment awarded  by  such  Court,  forfeit  his  Pay  for  the  Days  on 
which  he  has  so  absented  himself  without  Leave,  or  on  which 
he  has  been  absent  by  such  Desertion,  and  that  no  Soldier  shall 
be  entitled  to  pay  or  to  reckon  Service  towards  Pay  or  Pen- 
sion when  in  Confinement  under  any  Sentence  of  any  Court, 
or  during  any  Absence  from  Duty  by  Commitment  under  tlie 
Civil  Power  on  a  Charge  of  any  Offence  cognizable  by  a  Civil 
or  Criminal  Court,  or  by  reason  of  any  Arrest  for  Debt,  or  as 
a  Prisoner  of  War,  or  while  in  Confinement  under  any  Chai^ 
of  which  he  shall  afterwards  be  convicted ;  and  if  any  Soldier 
shall  absent  himself  without  Leave  for  any  Period  not  exceeding 
Five  Days,  and  shall  not  account  for  the  same  to  the  Satisfaction 
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of  the  Commanding  Officer,  it  shall  be  lawful  foi'  the  said 
Commanding  Officer  (if  he  shall  think  fit)  to  order  .and  direct 
tbMii  in  addition  to  such  other  Punishment  as  he  has  Authority 
to  inflict,  such  Soldier  shall  also  suffer  Forfeiture  of  his  Pay 
for  the  Day  or  Days  on  which  he  has  so  absented  himself,  and 
thereupon  such  Pay  shall  be  forfeited,  and  such  Soldier  shall 
not  be  liable  to  be  £ifterwards  tried  by  a  Court-martial  for  the 
said  Offence ;  provided  that  any  Soldier  who  shall  be  so  ordered 
to  forfeit  his  Pay  shall  have  a  Right  to  insist  on  being  tried 
bj  a  Court-martial  for  his  Offence  instead  of  submitting  to 
such  Forfeiture ;  and  provided  also,  that  any  Soldier  acquitted 
of  any  Offence  for  which  he  had  been  committed  shall,  upon 
Return  to  his  Duty  in  his  Corps,  be  entitled  to  receive  all 
Arrears  of  Pay  growing  due,  and  to  reckon  Service,  during 
his  Absence  or  Confinement ;  and  upon  rejoining  Her  Majesty's 
Service  from  being  a  Prisoner  of  War,  due  Inquiry  shall  be 
made  by  a  Court-martial,  and  if  it  shall  be  proved  to  the 
Satisfaction  of  such  Court  that  the  said .  Soldier  was  taken 
Prisoner  without  wilful  N^Iect  of  Duty  on  his  Part,  and  that 
he  hath  not  served  with  or  under  or  in  any  Manner  aided  the 
Enemy,  and  that  he  hath  returned  as  soon  as  possible  to  Her 
Majesty's  Service,  he  may  thereupon  be  recommended  by  such  « 
Court  to  receive  either  the  Whole  of  such  Arrears  of  Pay,  or 
a  Proportion  thereof,  and  to  reckon  Service  during  his  Ab- 
sence ;  provided  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty's  Secre- 
tary at  War  to  order  or  withhold  the  Payment  of  the  Whole  or 
any  Part  of  the  Pay  of  any  Officer  or  Soldier  during  the  Period, 
of  Absence  by  any  of  the  Causes  aforesaid. 

XLVL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  when  there  shall  not  be  Extension  of 
any  Military  Officer  of  Rank,  not  inferior  to  Captain,  or  any  ^"^of^j^L-. 
Adjutant  of  Regular  Militia,  within  convenient  Distance  of 
the  Place  where  any  Non-commissioned  Officer  or  Soldier  on 
Furlough  shall  be  detained  by  Sickness  or  other  Casualty  ren- 
dering necessary  any  Extension  of  such  Furlough,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  Justice  who  shall  be  satisfied  of  such  Necessity 
to  grant  an  Extension  of  Furlough  for  a  Period  not  exceeding 
One  Month;  and  the  said  Justice  shall  immediately  certify 
such  Extension,  and  the  Cause  thereof,  to  the  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  Corps  or  Detachment  to  which  the  Man  belongs, 
if  known,  and  if  not,  then  to  the  Agent  of  the  Regiment,  in 
order  that  the  proper  Sum  may  be  remitted  to  the  Soldier, 
who  shall  not  during  the  Period,  of  such  Extension  of  Fur- 
lough be  liable  to  be  treated  as  a  Deserter;  provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  any 
Soldier  from  Trial  and  Punbhment,  according  to  the  Provisions 
of  this  Act,  for  anv  false  Representation  made  by  him  in  that 
Behalf  to  the  said  Justice,  or  for  any  Breach  of  Discipline  com- 
mitted by  him  in  applying  for  and  obtaining  the  said  Extension  ^ 
of  Furlough. 

XLVIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Soldier  entitled  to  Marching 
his  Discharge  shall,  if  then  servii^  abroad,  be  sent,  if  he  shall  Money  on 
so  require  it,  to  Great  Britain  or  hreland  free  of  Expence,  and  ^**^**'«*' 
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shall  be  entitled  to  receive  Marching  Money  from  the  Place  of 
his  being  landed  (or^  if  discharged  at  Home,  shall  receive 
Marching  Money  from  the  Place  of  his  .Disdiarge^)  to  the 
Parish  or  Place  in  which  he  shall  have  been  originsdly  enlisted, 
or  at  which  he  shall  at  the  Time  of  his  Dischaige  decide  to 
take  up  his  Residence^  such  Place  not  being  at  a  greater  Dis- 
tance from  the  Place  of  his  Discharge  than  the  Place  of  his 
original  Enlistment. 

XLVIIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Commissaries  upon 
making  up  their  Accounts,  and  also  upon  returning  from  any 
Foreign  Sei*vice,  shall  make  the  Declaration  described  in  the 
Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed ;  which  Declaration,  if  made  in 
any  Part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  shall  be  made  before  some 
Justice,  and  if  made  on  Foreign  Service,  before  the  Officer 
commanding  in  chief,  or  the  Second  in  Command,  or  the 
Quartermaster  or  Deputy  Quartermaster  General  or  any  Assist- 
ant Quartermaster  General  of  the  Army  to  which  he  shall  be 
attached,  who  shall  respectively  have  Power  to  administer  and 
receive  the  same. 

XLIX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Secretary  at  War,  Pay- 
master General  of  the  Army,  Paymaster,  or  any  other  Officer 
whatsoever,  or  their  under  Officers,  shall  receive  any  Fees  or 
make  any  Deductions  whatsoever  out  of  tlie  Pay  of  any  Officer 
or  Soldier  in  Her  Ma^est/s  Army,  or  from  their  Agents,  which 
shall  grow  due  from  and  after  the  Twenty-fifth  l^y  of  jfyril 
One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  other  than  the 
usual  Deductions,  or  such  other  necessary  Deductions  as  shall 
from  Time  to  Time  be  required  by  Her  Majesty's  Regulations, 
or  by  Her  Majesty's  Order  signified  by  the  Secretary  at  War ; 
and  every  Paymaster  or  other  Officer  having  received  any 
Officer's  or  Soldier's  Pay,  who  shall  unlawfully  detain  the  same 
for  the  Space  of  One  Month,  or  refrise  to  pay  the  same  when  it 
shall  become  due,  according  to  the  several  Rates  and  agreeably 
to  the  several  Regulations  established  by  Her  Majesty's  Orders, 
shall,  upon  Proof  thereof  before  a  Court-martial,  be  discharged 
from  his  Emplojmfient,  and  shtdl  forfeit  One  hundred  Pounds, 
and  the  Informer,  if  a  Soldier,  if  he  demands  it,  diall  be  dis- 
charged from  any  further  Service;  provided  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  at  War  to  give  Orders  for 
withholding  the  Pay  of  any  Officer  or  Soldier  for  any  Period 
during  which  such  Officer,  Non-commissioned  Officer,  or  Soldier 
shall  be  absent  without  Leave,  or  improperly  absent  fit>m  his 
Corps  and  from  his  Duty ;  or,  in  case  of  any  Doubt  as  to  the 
proper  Issue  of  Pay,  to  withhold  it  from  the  Parties  aforesaid 
until  Her  Majesty's  Orders  shall  have  been  signified  by  the 
Secretary  at  War. 

L.  And  for  enforcing  a  prompt  Observance  of  the  Rules  an*d 
OrdenS  for  the  due  Appropriation  of  the  Public  Funds  appli- 
cable to  Army  Services,  and  in  order  tliat  a  true  and  regular 
Account  may  be  kept  and  rendered  by  the  Agents  for  the  several 
Corps,  be  it  enacted.  That  the  said  Agents  are  hereby  required 
to  observe  such  Orders  as  shall  from  I'ime  to  Time  be  given  by 
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Her  Majesty  under  Her  Sign  Manuals  or  by  the  Secretary  at 
War,  or  by  Her  Majesty's  Chief  Grovemor  or  Governors  of 
Irekmdi  or  by  the  Lord  Treasurer  or  Commissioners  of  the 
Treasury ;  and  if  any  Person,  being  or  having  been  an  Agent, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  such  Orders  in  relation 
to  his  DuQr  as  Agent,  or  shall  unlawfully  withhold  or  detain  the 
Pay  of  any  Officer  or  Soldier  after  the  Space  of  One  Month 
after  the  Receipt  thereof,  he  shall  for  the  First  Offence  forfeit 
the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds;  and,  if  still  an  Agent,  for 
the  Second  Offence  be  discharged  from  his  Employment  as 
an  Army  Agent,  and  be  utterly  disabled  to  have  or  hold  such 
Employment  thereafter ;  or,  if  he  shall  have  ceased  to  be  an 
Army  Agent,  shall  for  the  Second  and  every  succeeding  Offence 
forfeit  the  Sum  of  Two  hundred  Pounds. 
LL  *  And  whereas  by  Petition  of  Right  in  the  Third  Year  Hov  and  where 
of  King  Charles  the  First  it  is  enacted  and  declared,  that  the  S^J]^™*^  ^ 
People  of  the  Land  are  not  by  the  Laws  to  be  burthened  with 
the  sojourning  of  Soldiers  against  their  Wills;  and  by  a 
Clause  in  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  England,  made  in  the 
Thirty*first  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second, 
for  granting  a  Supply  to  His  Majesty  of  Two  hundred  and 
six  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  Pounds  Seventeen 
Shillings  and  Three-pence,  for  paying  and  disbanding  the 
Forces,  it  is  declared  and  enacted,  that  no  Officer,  Civil  or 
Military^  nor  other  Person  whosoever,  should  thenceforth 
presume  to  place,  quarter,  or  billet  any  Soldier  upon  any 
Subject  or  Inhabitant  of  this  Realm,  of  any  Degree,  Quality, 
or  Profession  whatsoever,  without  his  Consent,  and  that  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  Subject  or  Inhabitant  to  refuse  to 
quarter  any  Soldier,  notwithstanding  any  Warrant  or  Btl- 
letting  whatsoever :  And  whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  Ireland 
in  the  Sixth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  Queen  Anne,  intituled  An  ^  ^°""  C^-) 
Ad  to  prevent  the  Disorders  that  may  happen  by  tlie  marching 
ofSaldiersj  and  providing  Carriages  for  the  Baggage  of  Soldiers 
m  their  March,  it  was  enacted,  that  no  Officer,  Soldier,  or 
Trooper  in  the  Army,  nor  the  Servant  of  any  Officer,  nor  any 
Attendant  on  the  Train  of  Artillery,  should  at  any  Time 
thereafter  be  allowed  any  Quarters  in  any  Part  of  Ireland, 
save  only  during  such  Time  as  he  or  they  should  be  and 
remain  in  some  Seaport  Town  in  order  to  be  transported,  or 
during  such  Time  as  there  should  be  any  Commotion  in  any 
Part  of  Ireland,  by  reason  of  which  Emergency  the  Army 
should  be  commanded  to  march  from  any  Part  o(  Ireland  to 
another:'  But  forasmuch  as  at  this  Time,  during  the  Con- 
tinuance of  this  Act,  there  is  and  may  be  Occasion  for  the 
marching  and  quartering  of  Regiments,  Troops,  and  Com- 
panies in  several  Parts  of ^  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
all  Constables  of  Parishes  and  Places,  and  other  Persons  spe- 
cified in  this  Act,  in  England  and  Ireland,  and  they  are  hereby 
required,  to  billet  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  in  Her  Majesty's 
Service,  and  Persons  receiving  Pay  in  Her  Majesty's  Army, 
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and  the  Horses  belonging  to  Her  Majesty's  Cavalry,  and  ako 
a)l  Staff  and  Field  Officers  Horses,  and  all  Bat  and  Baggage 
Horses  belonging  to  any  of  Her  Majesty's  other  Forces,  when 
on  actual  Service,  not  exceeding  for  each  Officer  the  Namber 
for  which  Forage  is  or  shall  be  allowed  by  Her  Majesty's  Regii- 
lations,  in  Victualling  Houses  and  other  Houses  specified  in 
this  Act  (taking  care  in  Ireland  not  to  billet  less  than  Two  Men 
in  any  One  House,  except  only  in  case  of  billetting  Cavalry  as 
specially  provided) ;  and  that  they  shall  be  received  by  the 
Occupiers  of  such  Houses  in  which  they  are  so  allowed  to  be 
billetted,  and  be  furnished  by  such  VictuaUers  with  proper  Ac- 
commodation in  such  Houses,  or  if  any  Victualler  shidl  not  have 
sufficient  Accommodation  in  the  House  upon  which  a  Soldier  is 
billetted,  then  in  some  good  and  sufficient  Quarters  to  be  pro- 
vided by  such  Victualler  in  the  immediate  Neighbourhood,  and 
in  Englamd  with  Diet  and  Small  Beer,  and  with  Stables,  Hay, 
and  Straw  for  such  Horses  as  aforesaid,  paying  and  allowing  for 
the  same  the  several  Rates  herein-after  provided;  and  at  no 
Time  when  Troops  are  on  a  March  shall  any  of  them,  whether 
Infantry  or  Cavalry,  be  billetted  above  One  Mile  from  the  Place 
mentioned  in  the  Route ;  and  in  all  Places  where  Cavalry  shall 
be  billetted  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  the  Men  and  their  Horses 
shall  be  billetted  in  one  and  the  same  House,  except  in  case  of 
Necessfty ;  and  in  no  other  Case  whatsoever  shall  there  be  less 
than  One  Man  billetted  where    there   shall    be  One  or  Two 
Horses,  nor  less  than  Two  Men  where   there  shall  be  Four 
Horses,  and  so  in  proportion  for  a  greater  Number ;  and  in  no 
Case  shall  a  Man  and  his  Horse  be  billetted  at  a  greater  Distance 
from  each  other  than  One  hundred  Yards ;  and  the  Constables 
are  hereby  required  to  billet  all  Soldiers  and  their  Horses  on 
their  March  in  a  just  and  equal  Proportion  upon  the  Keepers  of 
all  Houses  within  One  Mile  of  the  Place  mentioned    in   the 
Route,  although  some  of  such  Houses  may  be  in  [the  adjoining 
County,  in  like  Manner  in  every  respect  as  if  such  Houses  were 
locally  situate  within  such  Place ;  provided  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  authorize  any  Con- 
stable to  billet  Soldiers  out  of  the  County  to  which  such  Con- 
stable belongs,  when  the  Constable  of  the  adjoining  County  shall 
be  present  and  undertake  to  billet  the  due  Proportion  of  Men 
in  such  adjoining  County;   and  no  more  Billets  sliall  at  any 
Time  be  ordered  than  there  are  effective  Soldiers  and  Horses 
present  to  be  billetted ;  all  which  Billets,  when  made  out  by 
such  Constables,  shall  be  delivered  into  the  Hands  of  the  Com- 
manding Officer  present ;  and  if  any  Person  shall  find  himself 
aggrieved  by  having  an  undue  Proportion  of  Soldiers  billetted 
in  his  House,  and  shall  prefer  his  Complaint,  if  against  a  Con- 
stable or  other  Person  not  being  a  Justice,  to  One  or  more 
Justices,  and  if  against  a  Justice,  then  to  Two  or  more  Justices, 
within   whose   Jurisdiction  such  Soldiers    are   billetted,   such 
Justices  respectively  shall  have  Power  to   order  such  of  the 
Soldiers  to  be  removed,  and  to  be  billetted  upon  other  Pei-sons, 

as  they  shall  see  Cause ;  and  when  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Cavalry 
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or  any  Horses  as  aforesaid  shall  be  bQletted  upon  the  Occupiers 
of  Houses  in  which  Officers  or  Soldiers  may  be  quartered  by 
virtue  of  this  Act,  who  shall  have  no  Stables,  then  and  in  such 
Case^  upon  the  written  Requisition  of  the  Commanding  Officer 
of  the  Regiment,  Troop,  or  Detachment,  the  Constable  is  hereby 
required  to  billet  the  Men  and  their  Horses,  or  Horses  only, 
upon  some  other  Person  or  Persons  who  have  Stables  by  this 
Act  liable  to  have  Officers  «ud  Soldiers  billetted  upon  them ; 
and  upon  Complaint  being  made  by  the  Person  or  Persons  to 
whose  House  or  Stables  the  said  Men  and  Horses  shall  have 
been  so  removed  to  Two  or  more  Justices  within  whose  Juris- 
diction such  Men  or  Horses  shall  be  so  billetted,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  such  Justices  to  order  a  proper  Allowance  to  be  paid 
by  the  Person  relieved  to  the  Persons  receiving  such  Men  and 
Horses,  or  to  be  applied  in  furnishing  the  requisite  Accommo- 
dation ;  and  Commanding  Officers  may  exchange  any  Man  or 
Horse  billetted  in  any  Place  with  another  Man  or  Horse  bil- 
letted in  the  same  Place,  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Service,  provided 
the  Number  of  Men  and  Horses  do  not  exceed  the  Number  at 
that  Time  billetted  on  such  Houses ;  and  the  Constables  are 
hereby  required  to  billet  such  Men  and  Horses  so  exchanged 
accordingly ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice,  at  the  Re- 
quest of  any  Officer  or  Non-conunissioned  Officer  commanding 
any  Soldiers  requiring  Billets,  to  extend  any  Routes  or  enlarge 
the  Districts  within  which  Billets  shall  be  required,  in  such 
Manner  as  shall  appear  to  be  most  convenient  to  the  Troops; 
provided  that,  to  prevent  or  punish  all  Abuses  in  billetting 
Soldiers,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice  within  his  Jurisdic- 
diction,  by  Warrant  or  Order  under  his  Hand,  to  require 
any  Constable  to  give  him  an  Account  in  Writing  of  the 
Number  of  Officers  and  Soldiers  who  shall  be  quartered  by  such 
Constable^  together  with  the  Names  of  the  Persons  upon  whom 
such  Officers  and  Soldiers  are  billetted,  stating  the  Street  or 
Place  where  such  Persons  dwell,  and  the  Sign,  if  any,  belonging 
to  those  Houses;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  billet  Officers  and 
Soldiers  in  Scotland  according  to  the  Provisions  of  the  Laws  in 
force  in  Scotland  at  the  Time  of  its  Union  with  England ;  and 
no  Officer  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  for  his  Lodging  where  he  shall 
be  regularly  billetted,  except  in  the  Suburbs  of  Edinburgh, 

LIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  BOletting  Uie 
Her  Majesty's  Foot  Guai-ds  shaU  be  billetted  within  the  City  ^^^t 
and  Liberties  of  Westminster ^  and  Places  adjacent,  lying  in  the  ^^^ 
County  o(  Middlesex  (except  the  City  of  London)  and  in  the. 
County  of  Surreyj  and  in  the  Borough  of  Southwark,  in  the 
same  Manner  and  under  the  same  Regulations  as  in  other  Parts 
o[  England,  in  all  Cases  for  which  particular  Provision  is  not 
made  by  this  Act ;  and  the  High  Constable  shall,  on  Receipt 
of  the  Order  for  billetting  Soldiers,  deliver  Precepts  to  the 
several  Constables   within  their  respective  Divisions,   in  pur- 
suance of  which  the  said  Constables  shall  billet  such  Officers 
and  Soldiers  equally  and  proportionally,  on   the  Houses  sub- 
jected thereto  by  this  Act;   and  the  said  Constables  shall  at 
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every  Oenettd  Se«»ioti8  of  the  Peace  to  ^  holdea  for  the  said 
City  and  Liberties,  Counties  and  Borough  reapeetavely^  make 
and  deliver  to  the  Justices  then  in  open  SeMion  aaaemblcd, 
upon  Oath,  which  Oath  the  said  Justices  are  hereby  required  to 
administer.  Lists,  signed  by  them  respectively,  of  the  Houses 
subject  by  this  Act  to  receive  Officers  and  Soldiers^  together 
with  the  mfnes  and  Rank  of  all  Officers  and  Soldiers  billetted 
on  each  respectively,  which  Lists  shall  remain  with  the  re^ 
spective  Clerks  of  the  Peace  for  the  Inspection  of  all  PersooSy 
without  Fee  or  Reward ;  and  such  Clerk  shall  forthwith  from 
Time  to  Titne  deliver  to  any  Persons  who  shall  require  the 
same  true  Copies  of  any  such  Lists,  upon  being  paid  Two* 
pence  per  Sheet  for  the  same,  each  Sheet  to  contain  at  the  leaat 
One  huniired  and  fifty  Words. 

LIIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Justice  having  or  exe- 
cuting any  Military  Office  or  Commission  in  any  Pkrt  of  the 
United  Kingdom  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  concerned  in 
the  biUetting  or  appointing  Quarters  for  any  Soldier  in  the 
Regiment,  Troop,  or  Company  under  the  immediate  Command 
of  such  Justice,  but  that  all  Warrants,  Acts,  or  Thmgs  so  ap- 
pointed by  such  Justice  for  or  concerning  the  same  shall  be  void» 

LIV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Innholder  or  other  Person 
on  whom  any  Soldier  is  billetted  in  England  shall,  if  required 
by  such  Soldier,  furnish  him  for  every  Day  On  the  March,  and 
for  a  Period  not  exceeding  Two  Days  when  halted  at  the 
intermediate  Place  upon  the  March,  and  for  the  Day  of  the 
Arrival  at  the  Place  of  final  Destination,  with  One  hot  Meal 
in  each  Day,  the  Meal  to  consist  of  such  Quantities  of  Diet  and 
Small  Beer  as  may  be  fixed  by  Her  Majesty's  Reguiationa^  not 
exceeding  One  Pound  and  a  Quarter  of  Meat  previous  to  being 
dressed,  One  Pound  of  Bread,  One  Pound  of  Potatoes  or  other 
Vegetables,  and  Two  Pints  of  Small  Beer,  and  Vinegar,  Salt, 
and  Pepper,  and  for  such  Meal  the  Innholder  or  other  Person 
furnishing  the  same  shall  be  paid  the  Sum  of  Ten-pence;  and 
all  Innholders  and  other  Persons  on  whom  Soldiers  may  be 
billetted  in  England^  except  when  on  the  March,  and  entitled  to 
be  fhrnished  with  the  hot  Meal  as  aforesaid,  shall  furnish  aooh 
Soldier  with  Candles,  Vinegar,  and  Salt,  and  shall  allow  them 
the  Use  of  Fire^  and  the  necessary  Utensils  for  dressing  and 
eating  their  Meat,  and  shall  be  paid  in  consideration  thereof 
the  Sum  of  One  Halfpenny  per  Diem  for  each  Soldier ;  and 
the  Sum  to  be  paid  to  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  on  whom 
any  of  the  Horses  belonging  to  Her  Majesty's  Forces  shall  be 
billetted,  in  England,  for  Hay  and  Straw,  shall  be  Ten-pence 
per  Diem  for  each  Horse,  and  in  Ireland  the  Sum  to  be  paid  for 
Forage  to  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  for  Horses  billetted  by 
virtue  of  this  Act  shall  be  the  Rate  established  by  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant or  other  sufficient  Authority  from  Time  to  Time,  the 
same  to  be  regulated  by  the  average  Rate  of  Contracts  for 
Forage  in  Ireland;  and  for  die  Use  of  Stables  in  Ireland^

shall  not  pay  the  same,  upon  Complaint,  and  Oath  made  thereof

Uorsce,  every  such  Officer  shall,  before  his  Departure,  make 
up  the  Account  with  every  Person  upon  whom  such  Soldier 
may  have  been  billetted,  and  sign  a  Certificate  thereof;  which 
Account  and  Certificate  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Agent  of 
the  Regiment,  who  is  hereby  required  to  make  immediate  Pay- 
ment thereof,  and  to  charge  the  same  to  the  Account  of  such 
Officer.

partment, or  upon  Persons  who  keep  Taverns  only,  being  Vint- 
ners of  the  City  of  London^  admitted  to  their  Freedom  of  the 
said  Company  in  right  of  Patrimony  or  Apprenticeship^  not* 
withstanding  such  Persons  who  keep  such  Taverns  only  have 
taken  out  Victualling  Licences,  nor  in  the  House  of  any  Distiller 
kept  for  distilling  Brandy  and  Strong  Waters,  nor  in  the  House 
of  any  Shopkeeper  whose  principal  Dealing  shall  be  more  in 
other  Goods  and  Merchandize  than  in^  Brandy  and  Strong 
Waters,  so  as  such  Distillers  and  Shopkeepers  do  not  permit 
Tippling  in  such  Houses,  nor  in  the  House  of  Residence  in 
any  Part  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  any  Foreign  Consul  duly 
accredited  as  such.

LVIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Kates  to  be  paid  for  Rates  to  be 
Carriages  impressed  shall  be,  in  Enffkmd,  for  every  MUe  which  Pf^^  ^^  Cm-- 
a  Waggon  with  Four  or  more  Horses,  or  a  Wain  with  Six  Oxen,  M^S^pro- 
or  Four  Oxen  and  Two  Horses,  shall  travel,  One  Shilling ;  and  eeeding. 
for  every  Mile  any  Waggon  with  narrow  Wheels,  or  any  Cart 
with  Four  Horses,  carrying  not  less   than  Fifteen  Hundred 
Weight,  shcdl  travel,  Nine-pence ;  and  for  every  Mile  any  other 
Cart  or  Carriage  with  less  than  Four  Horses,  and  not  carrying 
Fifteen  Hundred  Weight,  shall  travel.  Sixpence ;  and  in  Ireland^ 
for  every  Hundred  Weight  loaded  on  any  Wheel  Carriage,  One 
Halipenny  per  Mile ;  and  in  England  such  further  Rates  may 
be  added,  not  exceeding  a  total  Addition  per  Mile  of  Four- 
pence,  Three-pence,  or  Two-pence,  to  the  respective  Rates  of 
One  Shilling,  Nine-pence,  or  Sixpence,  as  may  seem  reasonable 
to  the  Justices  assembled  at  General  Sessions  for  their  respective 
Districts,  or  to  the  Recorder  of  any  Municipal  City,  Borough, 
or  Town,  Corporate  or  not  Corporate ;  and  the  Order  of  such 
Justices  or  Recorder  at  Sessions  shall  specify  the  average  Price 
of  Hay  and  Oats  at  the  nearest  Market  Town  at  the  Time  of 
fixing  such  additional  Rates,  the  Period  for  which  the  Order 
shall  be  enforced,  not  exceeding  Ten  Days  beyond  the  next 
General  Sessions  (and  no  such  Order  shall  be  valid  unless  a 
Copy  thereof,  signed  by  the  presiding  Magistrate  and  One  other 
Justice,  or  by  the  Recorder,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary at  War  within  Three  Days  after  the  making  thereof) ;  and 
also  in  England^  when  the  Day's  March  shall  exceed  Fifteen 
Miles,  the  Justice  granting  his  Warrant  may  fix  a  further  rea- 
sonable Compensation,  not  exceeding  the  usual  Rate  of  Hire 
fixed  by  this  Act ;  and  when  any  additional  Rates  or  Compen- 
sation shall  be  granted,  the  Justice  shall  insert  in  his  own  Hand 
in  the  Warrant  the  Amount  thereof,  and  the  Date  of  the  Order 
of  Sessions,  if  fixed  by  Sessions,  and  the  Warrant  shall  be  given 
to  the  Officer  commanding,  as  his  Voucher ;  provided  that  the 
Officer  or  Non-commissioned  Officer  demanding  Carriages  by 
virtue  of  the  Warrant  of  a  Justice  shall,  in  England^  pay  the 
proper  Sums  into  the  Hands  of  the  Constables  providing  Car- 
riages, who  shall  give   Receipts   for  the  same  on  unstamped 
Paper;   and,   in  Irehmdy    the  Officers    or  Non-commissioned 
Officers  as  aforesaid  shall  pay  to  the  Owners  or  Drivers  of  the 
Carriages,  and  One  Third  Part  of  such  Payment  shall  be  made 
before  the  Carriage  be  loaded,  and  all  the  said  Payments  in 
Ireland  shall  be  made,  if  required,  in  the  Presence  of  a  Justice 
or  Constable ;  provided  that  no  Carriage  shall  be  liable  to  carry 
more  than  Thirty  Hundred  Weight  in  England^  and  in  Ireland 

no  Car  shall  be  liable  to  carry  more  than  Six  Hundred  Weight, 

and 
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and  no  Dray  more  than  Twelve  Hundred  Weight ;  but  the 
Owner  of  such  CarriageB  in  Ireland  consenting  to  carry  a 
greater  Weight  shall  be  paid  at  the  same  Bate  for  every  Hun* 
dred  Weight  of  the  said  Excess ;  and  the  Owners  of  such  Car^ 
riages  in  Ireland  shall  not  be  compelled  to  proceed,  though  with 
any  less  Weight,  under  the  Sum  of  Three-pence  a  Mile  for 
each  Car  and  Sixpence  a  Mile  for  each  Dray ;  and  the  Loading 
of  such  Carriages  in  Ireland  shall  be  first  weighed,  if  requirec^ 
at  the  Expence  of  the  Owner  of  the  Carriage^  if  the  same  can 
be  done  in  a  reasonable  Time,  without  Hindrance  to  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Service ;  and  the  providing  and  paying  for  Carriages  in 
Scolland  shall  be  regulat^  by  the  Law  in  force  at  the  Time  of 
the  Union  with  England ;  provided  that  a  Cart  with  One  or 
more  Horses,  for  which  the  Furnisher  shall  receive  Nine^ 
pence  a  Mile,  shall  be  required  to  carry  Fifteen  Hundred 
Weight  at  the  least ;  provided  that  no  Penalties  or  Forfeitures 
in  any  Act  relating  to  Highways  or  Turnpike  Roads  in  the 
United  Kingdom  shall  api^y  to  the  Number  of  Horses  and 
Oxen,  or  Weight  of  Loading  of  the  aforesaid  Carriages,  which 
shall  not  on  that  Account  be  stopped  or  detained;  and  when- 
ever it  shall  be  necessary  to  impress  Carriages  for  the  March  of 
Soldiers  from  Dublin^  at  least  Twenty-four  Hours  Notice  of 
such  March,  and  in  case  of  Emergency  as  long  Notice  as  the 
Case  will  admit,  shall  be  given  to  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Dublint 
who  shall  summon  a  proportional  Number  of  Cars  and  Ih-ays, 
at  his  Discretion,  out  of  the  licensed  Cars  and  Drays  and  other 
Cars  and  Drays  within  the  County  of  the  said  City,  and  they 
shall  by  Turns  be  employed  on  this  Duty,  at  the  Prices  aad 
under  the  Regulations  herein-before  mentioned;  and  no  Country 
Cars,  Drays,  or  other  Carriages  coming  to  Markets  in  Ireland 
shall  be  detained  or  employed  against  Uie  Will  of  the  Owners 
in  carrying  the  Baggage  of  the  Army  on  any  Pretence  what- 
soever. 
Supply  of  Caiu  LVHI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
ofE^CTgcM^    Her  Majesty,  or  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  Chief  Governors 

of  Irelandj  by  Her  or  their  Order,  distinctly  stating  that  a  Case 
of  Emergency  doth  exist,  signified  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  or,  if 
in  Irelandf  by  the  Chief  Secretary  or  Under  Secretary,  or  the 
First  Clerk  in  the  Military  Department,  to  authorize  any 
General  or  Field  Officer  commanding  Her  Majesty's  Forces  in 
any  District  or  Place,  or  to  the  Chief  Acting  Agent  for  the 
Supply  of  Stores  and  Provisions,  by  Writing  under  his  Hand, 
reciting  such  Order  of  Her  Majesty  or  Lord  Lieutenant  or  Chieif 
Governor  aforesaid,  to  require  aU  Justices  within  their  several 
Jurisdictions  in  England  and  Ireland  to  issue  their  Warr^oits  for 
the  Provision  not  only  of  Waggons,  Wains,  Carts,  and  Cars 
kept  by  or  belonging  to  any  Person  and  for  any  Use  whatsoever, 
but  also  of  Saddle  Morses,  Coaches,  Post  Chaises,  Chaises,  and 
other  Four-wheeled  Carriages  kept  for  Hire,  and  also  of  Boats, 
^arges,  and  other  Vessels  used  for  the  Transport  of  any  Com- 
modities whatsoever  upon  any  Canal  or  Navigable  River,  as 
diall  be  mentioned  in  the  said  Warrants^  therein  specifying^  the

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Place  and  Distance  to  whith  such  Carriages  tr  Vessels  shall  go ; 
and  on  the  Production  of  such  Requisition  to  such  Justice  by 
any  Officer  of  the  Corps  ordered  to  be  conveyed,  or  by  any 
Officer  of  the  Commissariat  or  Ordnance  Department,  such 
Justice  shall  take  all  the  same  Proceedings  in  regard  to  such 
additional  Supply  so  required  on  the  said  Emergency  as  he  is  by 
this  Act  required  to  take  for  the  ordinary  ProTision  of  Carriages ; 
and  all  Provisions  whatsoever  of  this  Act,  as  regards  the  pro- 
curing of  the  ordinary  Supply  of  Carriages,  and  the  Duties  of 
Officers  and  Non-K^ommissioned  Officers,  Justices,  Constables, 
and  Owners  of  Carriages,  in  that  Behalf,  shall  be  to  all  Intents 
and  Purposes  a^licable  for  the  providing  and  Payment,  ac- 
cording to  the  Kate  of  Posting  or  of  Hire  usually  paid  for 
such  t>ther  Description  of  Carriages  or  Vessels  so  required  on 
Emergency,  according  to  the  Length  of  the  Journey  or  Voyage 
in  each  Case,  but  making  no  Allowance  for  Post  Horse  Duty, 
or  Turnpike,  Canal,  River,  or  Lock  Tolls,  which  Du^  or  Tolls 
are  hereby  declared  not  to  be  demandable  for  such  Carriages 
and  Vessels  while  employed  in  such  Service  or  returning 
therefrom ;  and  it  shsJl  be  lawfiil  to  convey  thereon,  not  only 
the  Bag^ge,  Provisions,  and  Military  Stores  of  such  Regi- 
ment orI)etachment,  but  also  the  Officers,  Soldiers,  Servants, 
Women,  Children,  and  other  Persons  of  and  belonging  to  the 
same. 

LIX«  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Justices  em-

Soldiers,  being  in  proper  Staff  or  R^imental  or  Military  Uni- 
form,  Dress  or  Undress,  and  their  Horses,  (but  not  when  passing 
in  any  hired  or  private  Vehicle,)  and  all  Carriages  and  Horses 
belonging  to  Her  Majesty,  or  employed  in  Her  Service,  when 
conveying  Persons  or  Baggage  under  the  Provisions  of  this 
Act,  or  returning  therefrom,  and  all  Recruits  marching  ^by 
Route,  shall  be  exempted  from  Payment  of  any  Duties  and 
Tolls  on  embarking  or  disembarking  from  or  upon  any  Pier, 
Wharf,  Quay,  or  Landing. Place,  or  passing  Turnpike  Roads  or 

Bridges, 
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Bridges,  otherwise  demandable  by  virtue  of  any  Act  already 
passed  or  hereafter  to  be  passed ;  and  any  Toll  Collector  ivho 
shall  demand  and  receive  Toll  from  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Offi- 
cers or  Soldiers,  they  being  in  proper  Staff  or  R^imental  or 
Military  Uniform,  Dress  or  Undress,  or  for  their  Horses,  every 
such  Toll  Collector  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  Sum  not  exceeding 
Five  Pounds  for  every  such  Offence,  for  which  Forfeiture  and 
Penalty  he  shall  be  prosecuted  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace; 
provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  exempt  any 
Boats,  Ba^es,  or  other  Vessels  employed  in  conveying  the  said 
Persons,  Horses,  Baggage,  or  Stores  along  any  Canal,  from  Pay- 
ment of  Tolls,  in  like  Manner  as  other  Boats,  Barges,  and 
Vessels  are  liable  thereto,  except  when  employed  in  Cases  of 
Emergency  as  herein-before  enacted. 

LXn.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  any  Soldiers  on 
Service  have  Occasion  in  their  March  to  pass  regular  Ferries 
in  Scotlcaidj  the  OflBcer  commanding  may  at  his  Option  pass 
over  with  his  Soldiers  as  Passengers,  and  shall  pay  tor  himself 
and  each  Soldier  One  Half  only  of  the  ordinary  Rate  payable 
by  single  Persons,  or  may  hire  the  Ferry  Boat  for  himself  and 
his  Party,  debarring  others  for  tliat  Time,  and  sliall  in  all  such 
Cases  pay  only  Half  the  ordinary  Rate  for  such  Boat. 

LXUL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  any  Constable  or  other 
Person,  who  by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  be  employed  in  billetting 
any  Officers  or  Soldiers  in  any  Part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  shall 
presume  to  billet  any  such  Officer  or  Soldier  in  any  House  not 
within  the   Meaning  of  this  Act,  without  the  Consent  of  the 
Owner  or  Occupier  thereof;  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  billet 
any  Officer  or  Soldier  on  Duty,  when  thereunto  required,  in 
such   Manner  as  is  by  this  Act  directed,  provided  sufficient 
Notice  be  given  before  the  Arrival  of  such  Troops;  or  shall 
receive,  demand,  or  agree  for  any  Money  or  Reward  whatsoever, 
in  order  to  excuse  any  Person  from  receiving  such  Officer  or 
Soldier ;  or  shall  quarter  any  of  the  Wives,  Children,  Men  or 
Maid  Servants  of  any  Officers  or  Soldiers  in  any  such  Houses, 
against  the  Consent  of  the  Occupiers ;  or  shall  n^lect  or  refuse 
to  execute  such  Warrants  of  the  Justicjes  as  shall  be  directed  to 
him  for  providing  Carriages,  Horses,  or  Vessels,  or  shall  de- 
mand more    than   the    legal    Rates  for  the  same ;  or  if  any 
Person   appointed  by   such   Constable  to  provide    Carriages, 
Horses,  or  Vessels  shall  do  any  Act  or  Thing  by  which  the 
Execution  of  such  Warrants  shall  be  hindered ;  or  if  any  Con- 
stable shall  neglect  to  deliver  in  to  the  Justices  at  Quarter 
Sessions  Lists  of   Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Foot  Guards 
quartered  according  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,   or  shall 
cause  to  be  deliveied  defective  Lists  of  the  same ;  or  if  any 
Person  liable   by  this   Act  to  have   any  Officer   or    Soldier 
quartered  upon  him  shall  refuse  to  receive  and  to  afford  proper 
Accommodation  or  Diet  in  the  House  in  which  such  Officer  or

Innkeeper  or  Victualler  not  having  good  and  sufficient  Stables

An  Act  for  the  Regulation  of  Her  Majest/s  Royal 
Marine  Forces  whUe  on  Shore.     [11th  April  1838.] 

Yl^HEREAS  it  is  judged  necessary  for  the  Safety  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  the  Defence  of  the  Possessions  of 
this  Realm,  that  a  Body  qf  Royal  Marine  Forces  should  be 
employed  in  Her  Majesty's  Fleet  and  Naval  Service^  under  the 
Direction  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral  of  the  said  United  King- 
dom, or  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord 
High  Admiral  aforesaid :  And  whereas  the  said  Forces  may 
frequently  be  quartered  or  be  on  shore,  or  sent  to  do  Duty  or 
be  on  board  Transport  Ships,  or  Merchant  Ships  or  Ve^els, 
or  Ships  or  Vessels  of  Her  Majesty,  or  other  Ships  or  Vessels, 
or  they  may  be  under  other  Circumstances  in  which  they  will 
not  be  subject  to  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Government  of  Her 
Majesty's  Forces  by  Sea :  And  whereas  no  Man  can  be  fore- 
judged of  Life  or  Limb,  or  subjected  in  Time  of  Peace  to 
any  Kind  of  Punishment  within  this  Realm,  by  Martial  Law, 
or  in  any  other  Manner  than  by  the  Judgment  of  his  Peers, 
and  according  to  the  known  and  established  Laws  of  this

Confinement  shall  exceed  One  Month  at  a  Time  or  Three 
Months  at  difierent  Times,  with  Intervals  of  not  less  than  One 
Month  between  such  Times  in  One  Year ;  and  such  Court  may, 
in  addition  to  either  of  the  said  Punishments,  sentence  a  Marine 
to  Forfeiture  of  all  Advantage  as  to  additional  Pay,  and  to 
Pension  on  account  of  Services,  for  disgraceful  Conduct  in 
wilfully  maiming  or  injuring  himself,  or  any  other  Marine  at 
the  Instance  of  such  Marine,  with  Intent  to  render  himself  or 
such  other  Marine  unlit  for  the  Service ;  in  tampering  with  his 
Eyes  ^  in  malingering,  feigning  Disease,  absenting  himself  from 
Hospital  whilst  under  Medical  Care,  or  other  gross  Violation 
of  the  Rules  of  any  Hospital,  thereby  wilfully  producing  or 
aggravating  Disease  or  Infirmity,  or  wilfully  delaying  his 
Cure;  in  purloining  or  selling  Government  Stores;  in  stealing 
any  Money  or  Gooob  the  Property  of  a  Comrade,  of  a  Military 
Officer,  or  of  any  Military,  Divisional,  or  Regimental  Mess ;  in 
producing  fiilse  or  fraudulent  Accounts  or   Returns;  in   em-i 

bezzling 
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beszling  or  fraudulently  misapplying  Public  Money  intrusted 
to  him ;  or  for  any  other  disgraceful  Conduct,  being  o(  a  cruel, 
indecent,  unnatural,  felonious,  or  fraudulent  Nature ;  and  such 
Offender  may  be  further  put  under  Stoppages,  not  exceeding 
Two  Thirds  of  his  daily  Fay,  until  the  Amount  be  made  good 
of  any  Loss  or  Damage  arising  out  of  his  Misconduct;  and  if 
any  Marine  shall  be  convicted  of  any  such  disgraceful  Conduct, 
and  shall  be  sentenced  to  Forfeiture  of  his  Claim  to  Pension,  the 
Court  may  further  recommend  him  to  be  discharged  with  Igno- 
miny from  Her  Majesty's  Service ;  and  any  such  Court  shall 
deprive  a  Marine,  if  convicted  of  the  Charge  of  habitual 
Drunkenness,  of  his  Liquor  or  of  hb  Allowance  in  lieu  of  Beer

Purpose,  but  not  otherwise,  to  convene  or  assemble  a  District

exceeding  Six  Months,  as  may  accord  with  the  Articles  of  War, 
subject  to  Restoration  on  good  Conduct. 

XIV.  And   be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Deuchment 
Officer  commanding  any  distinct  Detachment  or  Portion  of  Her  Courtft-martid. 
Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces  which  may  at  any  Time  be 

serving  out  of  Her  Majesty's  Dominions,  upon  Complaint  made 
to  him  of  any  Offence  committed  against  the  Property  or  Per- 
son of  any  Inhabitant  of  or  Resident  in  any  such  Countries  by 
any  Person  under  the  immediate  Command  of  any  such  Officer, 
to  summon  and  cause  to  be  assembled  a  Court-martial,  which 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  Three  Officers,  for  the  Trial  of  any 
such  Person,  notwithstanding  such  Officer  shall  not  have  re- 
ceived any  Warrant  empowering  him  to  assemble  Courts- 
martial;  and  every  such  Court-martial  shall  have  the  same 
Powers  in  regard  to  summoning  and  examining  Witnesses,  Trial 
of  and  Sentence  upon  Offenders,  as  are  granted  by  this  Act 
to  General  Courts-martial :  Provider!  that  no  SenteYice  of  any 
such  Detachment  Court-martial  shall  be  executed  until  the 
General  commanding  in  chief  the  Army  to  which  the  Division, 
Brigade,  Detachment,  or  Party  to  which  any  Person  so  tried 
shall  belong  shall  have  approved  and  confirmed  the  same.

Court  may  award ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  General  or 
District- or  Garrison  Court-martial  assembled  to  try  the  Crime 
rf  Desertion,  in  addition  to  any  other  Punishment  such  Court 
wwy  award,  to  direct  that  the  Offender  be  marked  on  the  Left 
Side,  Two  Inches  below  the  Arm-pit,  with  the  Letter  D,  such 
Letter  not  to  be  less  than  an  Inch  long,  and  to  be  marked  on 
the  Skin  with  some  Ink  or  Gunpowder,  or  other  Preparation,  so 
as  to  be  visible  and  conspicuous,  and  not  liable  to  be  obliterated.

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XV  L  And  be  it  enacted,  That  eveiy  Officer  and  other  Per- 
son employed  in  the  Care  or  Distribution  of  any  Money,  Pro- 
visions, Forage,  or  Stores  belonging  to  Her  Majesty's  Royal 
Marine  Forces  or  for  their  Use,  who  shall  embezzle  or  fraudu- 
lently misapply,   or  cause  to  be  embezzled  or  fraudulendy 
misapplied,    or   shall    wilfully  suffer   any  Money,    Provisions, 
Forage,  Arms,  Clothes,  Ammunition,  or  other  Military  or  Royal 
Marine  Stores,  to  be  embezzled  or  fraudulently  misapplied,  or 
to  be  spoiled  or  damaged,  may  be  tried  for  the  same  by  a 
General  Court-martial,  which  is  hereby  empowered  to  adjudge 
any  such  Offender  to  be  transported  as  a  Felon  for  Life  or  for 
any  certain  Term  of  Years,  or  to  suffer  such  Punishment  of

Court  shall  not  be  then  sitting,  then  by  the  Order  of  any  Judge 
or  Baron  of  the  Courts  at  IVestminster  or  Dublin^  or  of  the  Courts 
of  Session  in  Scotland^  or  Courts  of  Law  elsewhere,  as  the  Case 
may  require,  upon  its  being  made  appear  to  such  Court  or 
Judge,  by  Affidavit  in  a  summary  Way,  that  such  Witness  was 
arrested  in  going  to  or  returning  from  or  attending  such  Court- 
martial  ;  and  every  Person  so  duly  summoned  as  a  Witness  who 
shall  not  attend,  or  attending  shall  refuse  to  be  sworn,  or  being 
sworn  shall  refuse  to  give  Evidence  at  any  such  Court-martial, 
or  to  answer  all  such  Questions  as  the  Court  may  legally  demand 
of  him,  shall  be  liable  to  be  attached,  proceeded  against,  and 
punished  in  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  at  Westminster  or 
Dublin^  or  Court  of  Session  or  other  Court  of  Law,  or  elsewhere^ 
in  the  same  Manner  as  Persons  disobeying  the  Subpoena  to 
testify,  or  any  similar  Process  of  such  Courts  >are  liable  to  be 
proceeded  against  and  punished. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  Her  Majesty 
shall  intend  that  any  Sentence  of  Transportation  heretofore  or 
hereafter  to  be  passed  by  a  General   Court-martial  shall  be

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carried  into  execution  for  the  Term  specified  in  such  Sentence, 
or  for  any  shorter  Term,  or  shall  be  graciously  pleased  to  coih^ 
mute  as  herein-before  provided  any  Sentence  of  Death  which 
shall  have  been  passed  by  any  such  Court,  such  Sentence; 
together  with  Her  Majesty's  Pleasure  upon  the  same,  shall  b^ 
notified  in  Writing  by  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  by  any  Two 
or  more  of  the  Commi^ioners  for  executing  the  said  Office 
of  Lord  High  Admiral  for  the  Time  bdng,  to  any  Justice  of 
the  Queen's  Bench,  Common  Pleas,  or  Baron  of  the  Exche* 
qoer,  and  thereupon  such  Justice  or  Baron  shall  make  an  Ordef 
for  the  Transportation  of  such  Offender  upon  the  Terms  and 
for  the  Time  which  shall  be  specified  in  such  Notification,  and 
shall  also  do  all  such  other  Acts  conset^uent  upon  the  same  as 
any  such  Justice  or  Baron  is  authorize  to  make  or  do  by  any 
Statute  or  Statutes  in  force  at  the  Time  df  making  any  such 
Orders  in  relation  to  the  Transportation  of  Offenders;  and 
such  Order,  and  other  Act3  to  be  so  made  and  done  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  obeyed  and  executed  by  such  Person  in  whose 
Custody  such  Offender  shall  at  that  Time  be,  and  by  all  other 
Persons  whom  it  may  concern,  and  shall  be  as  effectual,  and 
have  all  the  same  Consequences,  as  any  Order  made  under  the 
Authority  of  any  Statute  with  respect  to  any  Offender  in  such 
Statute  mentioned;  and  every  Sheriff^  Gaoler,  Keeper, 
Governor,  or  Superintendent  whom  it  may  concern,  and  all 
Constables  and  other  Persons,  shall  be  bound  to  obey  the  afore- 
said Order  and  Orders,  be  assistant  in  the  Execution  thereof, 
and  be  liable  to  the  same  Punishment  for  Disobedience  or  inter^ 
rupting  the  Execution  of  the  same  as  they  would  be  if  the 
same  had  b^n  made  under  the  Authority  of  any  other  Act  of 
Parliament;  and  every  Person  so  ordered  to  be  transported  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  subject  respectively  to  all  and  every  the 
Penalties  and  Provisions  made  by  Law  and  in  force  concern- 
ing Persons  convicted  of  any  Crime,  and  sentenced  to  be 
tmnsported,  or  receiving  Her  Majesty's  Pardon  dn  Condition 
of  Transportation ;  and  from  the  Time  when  such  Order  of 
Transportation  shall  be  made  every  Law  and  Statute  in  force 
touching  the  Escape  of  Felons  or  their  afterwards  returning 
or  their  being  at  lar^e  without  Leave  shall  apply  to  such 
Oflknder,  and  to  all  Persons  aiding,  abetting^  contriving,  or 
assisting  in  any  Escape  or  intended  Elscape  or  the  returning 
without  Leave  of  any  such  Offender ;  and  the  Judge  who 
shall  make  any  Order  of  Transportation  ad  aforesaid  shall  direct 
the  Notification  of  Her  Majesty's  Pleasure*  and  his  own  Order 
made  thereupon,  to  be  filed  and  kept  of  Record  in  the  Office  of 
the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench ;  and 
the  said  Clerk  shall  have  a  Fee  of  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence 
only  for  filing  the  same,  and  shall,  on  Application,  dehver  a 
Certificate  in  Writing  (not  taking  more  than  Two  Shillings 
and  Sixpence  for  the  same)  to  such  Offender  or  to  any  Person 
applying  in  his  or  Her  Majesty's  Behalf,  showing  the  Christian 
and  Surname  of  such  Offender,  his  Offence,  the  Place  where 
the  Court  was  held  before  whom  he  was  convicted,  the  Sentence 
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and  the  Ginditions  on  which  the  Order  of  Transportation  was 
given ;  which  Certificate  shall  be  sufficient  Proof  of  the  Con- 
viction and  Sentence  of  such  Offender,  and  also  of  the  Terms 
on  which  such  Order  for  his  Transportation  was  given,  in  any 
Court  and  in  any  Proceeding  wherein  it  may  be  necessary  to 
inquire  into  the  same. 

A IX.  And  be  it  enacted,-  That  when  any  Sentence  of 
Death  shall  be  commuted  for  Transportation,  or  when  any 
Marine  shall  by  Court-martial  be  adjudged  to  be  transported, 
as  authorized  by  this  Act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Command* 
in^  Officer  of  the  Division  to  which  such  Marine  shall  have 
belonged  to  cause  him  to  be  conveyed  to  the  nearest  Ship  for 
the  Reception  of  Convicts,  or  if  there  shall  be  no  such  Ship 
in  the  Neighbourhood  of  the  Division,  then  to  the  Gaol  of  the 
County  in  which  such  Division  shall  be  stationed,  there  to  re- 
main in  safe  Custody  until  he  shall  be  removed  therefrom 
by  due  Autliority  under  an  Order  for  his  Transportation  to 
be  made  by  some  Justice  of  the  Queen's  Bench  or  C<»nmon 
Pleas  or  Baron  of  the  Exchequer  as  aforesaid ;  and  that  a 
Certificate  of  his  Sentence  after  the  same  shall  have  been  a^ 
proved  by  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  the  Commissioners  for 
executing  the  Office  of  JLord  High  Admiral,  (such  Certificate 
to  be  signed  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Division 
from  which  he  shall  be  sent,)  shall  be  a  sufficient  Order, 
Requisition,  and  Authority  to  the  Superintendent  or  Chief 
Officer  of  the  Convict  Ship,  or  the  Sheriff  or  the  Keeper  of 
the  Gaol  of  the  County,  as  the  Case  may  be,  to  receive  and 
detain  lym :  Provided  sdways,  that  in  case  of  any  such  Offender 
being  so  conveyed  to  the  Gaol  of  the  County,  the  usual  Allow- 
ance of  Sixpence  per  Diem  shall  be  made  to  the  Keeper  of  the 
Gaol  for  the  Subsistence  of  such  Offender  during  his  Deten- 
tion therein,  which  Allowance  shall  be  paid  by  the  Paymaster 
of  the  Division  upon  Production  to  him  by  the  said  Keeper  of 
a  Declaration  to  be  made  by  him  before  One  of  Her  Majesty's 
Justices  of  the  Peace  of  such  County,  of  the  Number  of  Days 
during  which  the  Offender  shall  have  been  so  detained  and 
subsisted  in  such  Gaol. 

XX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  all  Cases  of  any  Person 
belonging  to  the  Royal  Marine  Forces  being  sentenced  by  any 
General  or  other  Court-martial  to  Imprisonment  in  any  House 
of  Correction,  Common  Gaol,  or  Public  Prison,  the  Gaolers 
and  Keepers  of  such  Houses  of  Correction,  Gaols,  or  Prisons 
respectively  shall  receive  into  their  Custody  every  such  Person 
upon  receiving  an  Order  in  Writing  for  that  Purpose  from 
the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Division  at  which  such  Court- 
martial  shall  have  been  held,  together  with  a  Copy  of  the 
Sentence  attested  by  the  said  Commanding  Officer,  and  shall 
detain  him  in  Confinement  in  the  Manner  and  for  the  Period 
mentioned  in  such  Sentence,  or  until  he  be  duly  discharged, 
or  shall  deliver  him  up  to  such  Person  producing  an  Order 
in  Writing  to  that  Effect  from  any  such  Commanding  Officer, 
although  the  Period  for  which  he  was  committed  shall  not  have

ing to  receive  and  confine  any  such  Person,  pursuant  to  such 
Sentence,  or  to  discharge  him  upon  any  such  Order,  shall,  on 
being  convicted  thereof,  forfeit  for  every  such  Offence  the  Sum 
of  One  hundred  Pounds. 

XXL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  Place  of  Con- 
expedient  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Lord  High  Admiral,  finementof 
or  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High  ^  changed. 
Admiral,  for  the  Time  being,  by  any  Order  in  Writing  to  be 
made  for  that  Purpose,  under  the  Hand  of  the  said  Lord  High 
Admiral,  or  the  Hands  of  Two  or  more  of  the  Commissioners

Writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  signed  by  any 
Justice  within  whose  Jurisdiction  such  Prison  shall  be  locally 
situated,  together  with  a  Copy  of  the  Order  of  Commitment 
and  which  Sum  of  Sixpence  per  Diem  shall  be  carried  to  the 
Credit  of  the  Fund  from  which  the  Expence  of  such  Prison  is 
defrayed;  and  all  Gaolers  and  Keepei^  of  Prisons  sliall  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  receive  and  confine 
every  Deserter  from  the  Royal  Marines  who  shall  be  delivered 
into  their  Charge  by  any  Officer,  Soldier,  Qr  Marine  conveying 
any  such  Deserter  under  lawful  Authority,  pn  the  Production  of 
the  Warrant  or  Authority  on  which  such  Deserter  shall  have 
been  taken  or  detained ;  and  every  Gaoler  or  Keeper  so  receiving

obtaining  Money  under  felse  Pretences  are  liable  to;  and  every 
such  Apprentice  shall  after  the  Expiration  of  his  Apprentioe- 
ship^  whether  he  shall  have  been  prosecuted  or  not,  be  liable  to 
serve  in  Her  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces ;  and  if  on  the 
Expiration  of  his  Apprenticeship  he  shall  not  deliver  himself 
up  to  some  Officer  authorized  to  receive  Recruits,  he  may 
be  apprehended  as  a  Deserter  from  Her  Majesty's  Marine 
Forces* 

XXXVm.  And 
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XXXVIIL  And  be  it  enacted,   That  if  any  Recruit  shall  offences  oon- 
receive  the  Enlisting  Money  from  any  Person  employed  in  the  SP*^?^*** 
Recruiting  Service  (knowing  it  to  be  such),  and  shall  abscond 
or  refuse  to  go  before  a  Justice^  or  shall  absent  himself  from 
the  Recruiting  Party  or  Person   with  whom   he   enlisted,  and 
shall  not  voluntarily  return  to  go  before  some  Justice  within 
such  Period  of  Four  Days  as  aforesaid,  such  Recruit  shall  be

any  Justice  of  die  Peace  after  the  Expiration  of  such  Four  Days 
as  aforesaid,  unless  it  shall  be  proved   to  the  Satisfaction  of 
such  Justice  that  the  true  Name  and  Residence'of  the  Recruit 
were  disclosed  and  known  to  the  Recruiting  Party,  and  that 
DO  Notice  was  given  to  the  Recruit,  or  left  at  his  usual  Place 
of  Abode,  of  his  having  so  enlisted ;  provided  that  in  every  Case 
wherein  any  Recruit  shall  have  received  Enlisting  Money,  and 
shall  have  absconded  from  the  Party,  so  that  it  shall  not  be  pos- 
sible immediately  to  apprehend  and  bring  him  before  a  Justice^ 
the  Officer    or    Non-commissioned    Officer  commanding  the 
Par^  shall  produce,  to  the  Justice   before  whom  the  Recruit 
ought  r^ularly  to  have  been  brought  for  Attestation,  a  Cer-> 
tificate  of  the  Name  and  Place  of  Residence  of  such  Recruit; 
and  the  Justice  to  whom    such   Certificate  shall  be  produced

Punishment  as  by  any  Law  in  force  may  be  inflicted  on  Rogues 
and  Vagabonds  and  Vasnuits  and  incorrigible  Rogues;  and 
any  Recruit  who  shall  designedly  make  any  falde  Representa- 
tion df  any  Particular  contained  in  the  Oaths  and  Certificates 
in  the  3ch^ule  to  this  Act  annexed  before  the  Justice  at  the 
Tim&  of  his  Attestation,  and  shall  thereby  obtaiii  any  Enlisting 
Money  or  any  Bounty  for  entering  ihto  Her  Majesty's  Service, 
or  any  other  Money,  shall  be  deemed  giiilty  of  obtaining  Money 
under  false  Pretences,   within  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning,

the  Laws  in  Ireland  relative  to  Larceny  and  other  OffeHces  con- 
nected therewith ;  and  the  Production  of  such  Certificate,  and 
Proof  of  the  Handwriting  of  the  Justice  giving  such  Certifi- 
cate, shall  be  sufficient  Evidence  of  such  Party  having  repre- 
sented the  several  Particulars  contained  in  the  Oath  sworn  by 
him,  and  specified  in  the  Certificate  of  the  Justice  at  the  Time 
of  his  having  been  attested ;  and  that  Proof  by  the  Oath  of  One 
or  more  credible  Witnesses  that  the  Person  so  prosecuted  hath

of  Four  Years,  by  a  regular  Contract  of  Indenture  of  Appren- 
ticediip,  duly  extended,  signed,  and  tested,  and  binding  on  both 
Parties  by  the  Law  of  Scotland,  prior  to  the  Period  of  En- 
listment, and  unless  such  Contract  or  Indenture  in  Scotland 
shall,  within  Three  Months  after  the  Commencement  of  the 
Apprenticeship  and  before  the  Period  of  Enlistment,  have  been 
produced  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  Coimty  in  Scotland 
wherein  the  Parties  reside^  and  there  shall  have  been  indorsed

to  be  given  any  untrue  Certificate,  tliereby  to  excuse  any 
Person  from  any  Muster  or  other  Service  which  he  ought  to 
attend  or  perform,  or  shall  make  any  £edse  or  untrue  Muster 
of  Man  or  Horse,  or  shall  willingly  allow  or  sign  any  false 
Muster  or  Duplicate  thereof,  or  shall  directly  or  indirectly  take 
or  receive  any  Money  or  Gratuity  for  mustering  any  Person, 
or  for  signing  any  Muster  Roll  or  Duplicate,  or  shall  knowingly 
muster  any  Person  by  a  wrong  Name,  shall,  upon  Proof  by 
Two  Witnesses  before  a  General  Court-martial,  for  any  such 
Offence  be  forthwith  cashiered,  and  disabled  to  have  or  hold 
any  Civil  or  Military  Office  or  Employment  in  the  Service  of 
Her  Majesty ;  and  any  Person  who  shall  fraudulently  offer  or 
procure  himself  to  be  falsely  mustered,  or  l^nd  or  furnish  any 
Horse  to  be  fidsely  mustered,  shall,  upon  Proof  thereof  by  the 
Oaths  of  Two  Witnesses  before  some  Justice  of  the  l^eace 
residing  near  to  the  Place  where  such  Muster  shall  be  made, 
forfeit  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds,  and  the  Informer,  if  he 
belong  to  Her  Majesty's  Service,  shall,  if  he  demand  it,  be 
forthwith  discharged ;  and  if  any  Person  not  belonging  to  Her 
Majesty's  Service  shall  give  or  sign  any  untrue  Certificate  of 
Illness  or  otherwise,  in  order  to  excuse  any  Officer  or  Marine 
from  Appearance  at  any  Muster,  or  whereby  Her  Majesty's 
Service  may  be  defrauded,  every  Person  so  offending  sliall  for 
every  such  Offence  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds.

provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
exempt  any  Marine  from  Trial  and  Punishment,  according  to 
the  FVovision  of  this  Act,  for  any  false  Representation  made 
by  him  in  that  Behalf  to  the  said  Officer  or  Justice  so  extending 
the  Furlough,  or  for  any  Breach  of  Discipline  committed  by  him 
in  applying  for  and  obtaining  the  said  Extension  of  Furlough. 

aLV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  ev^ry  Marine  upon  being  Marehing 
dischaged  frrom  the  Service  shall  be  entitled  to  an  Allowance  Money  on 
(not  exceeding  in  any  Case  the  Amount  of  Twenty-one  Days  D»«*">«e* 
Marching  Money)  to  enable  him  to  reach  his  Home,  which 
Allowance  shall   be  calculated  according  to  the  Distance  he 
has  to  travel :  Provided  always,  that  no  Person  who  shall  pur-* 
chase  his  own  Discharge,  or  be  discharged  on  account  of  Mis- 
behaviour, or  at  his  own  Desire,  before  the  Expiration  of  his 
Period  of  Service,  shall  be  entitled  to  any  such  Allowance. . 

XLVL  ^  And  whereas  there  is  and  may  be  Occasion  for  the  Bffletting  of 
^  marching  and  also  for  the  quartering  of  the  Royal  Marine  Marines. 
<  Forces  when  on  Shore;'  be  it  enacted.  That  during  the  Con- 
tinuance of  this  Act,  upon  the  Order  or  Orders  in  Writing  in 
that  Behalf  under  the  Hand  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  the 
Hands  of  Two  or  more  of  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the 
OflSce  of  Lord  High  Admiral,  for  the  Time  being,  it  shidl  be

Provided  ^ways,  that  to  prevent  or  punish  all  Abuses  in  billet- 
ting  Marines,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice,  within  his 
Jurisdiction,  by  Warrant  or  Order  under  his  Hand,  to  require 
any  Constable  to  give  him  an  Account  in  Writing  of  the  Number 
of  Officers  and  Marines  who  shall  be  quartered  by  such  Con- 
stable, together  with  the  Names  of  the  Persons  upon  whom  such 
Officers  and  Marines  are  billetted,  stating  the  Street  or  Place 
where  such  Persons  dwell,  and  the  Signs,  if  any,  belonginfir  to 
their  Houses;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  billet  Officers  and  Ma- 
rines in  Scotland  according  to  the  Provisions  of  the  Laws  in 

force 
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force  in  Scotland  at  tbe  Time  of  its  Union  with  Enghvd;  and 
no  Officer  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  for  his  Lodging  where  he 
shall  be  regularly  billetted,  except  in  the  Suburbs  of  Edinburgh  : 
Provided  always,  that  no  Justice,  being  an  Officer  of  Royal 
Marines,  shall  directly  or  indirecdy  be  concerned  in  billetting 
or  appointing  Quarters  under  this  Act 

XLVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Innholder  or  other  Allowance  to 
Person  on  whom  any  Marine  is  billetted  in  England  shall,  if  ^'»"^«^"- 
reqnired  by  such  Marine,  furnish  him  for  every  Day  on  the 
March,  and  for  a  Period  not  exceeding  Two  Days  when  halted 
at  any  intermediate  Place  upon  the  March,  and  for  the  Day  of

One  Pound  of  Bread,  One  Pound  of  Potatoes  or  other 
Vegetables,  and  Two  Pints  of  Small  Beer,  and  Vinegar,  Salt, 
and  Pepper,  and  for  such  Meal  the  Innholder,  or  other  Person 
fiimishing  tbe  same,  shall  be  paid  the  Sum  of  Ten-pence;  and 
all  Innholders  and  other  Persons  on  whom  Marines  may  be  bil- 
letted in  Enalandy  (except  on  the  March,  when  they  are  entitled 
to  be  fumisuhed  with  the  hot  Meal  as  aforesaid,)  shall  furnish 
SDch  Marines  with  Candles,  Vinegar,  and  Salt,  and  shall  allow 
them  the  Use  of  Fire  and  the  necessary  Utensils  for  dressing 
and  eating  their  Meat,   and    shall   be   paid  in   consideration 
thereof  the  Sum  of  a  Halfpenny  per  Diem  for  each  Marine ;  and 
tbe  Sum  to  be  paid  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  on  whom 
any  of  the  Horses  belonging  to  Her  Majesty's  Royal  Marine 
Forces  shall  be  billetted,  in  Enffland,  for  Hay  and  Straw,  shall 
be  Ten*pefice  per  Diem  for  each  Horse,  and  in  Irdand  the  Sum 
to  be  paid  for  Forage  to  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  for 
Horses  billetted  by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  be  the  Rate  estab- 
lished  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  other  sufficient  Authority 
from  Time  to  Time,  the  same  to  be  regulated  by  the  Average 
Bate  of  Contracts  for  Forage  in  Irdand;  and  for  the  Use  of 
Stables  in  JMand,  when  such  Horses  are  provided  with  Hay  and 
Straw  by  Contract,  and  not  by  the  Occupiers  of  the  Houses  in 
which  they  are  billetted,  the  Sum  of  Four-pence  per  Week  for 
each  Horse  shall  be  paid ;  and  every  Officer  to  whom  it  belongs 
to  receive  or  who  shall  actually  receive  the  Pay  and  Subsistence 
of  the  said  Men  shall  every  Four  Days,  or  before  they  shall  quit 
their  Quarters  if  they  shall  not  remani  so  long  as  Four  Days, 
setde  the  just  Demands  of  all  Victuallers  or  other  Persons  on 
whom  such  Men  are.  billetted,  out  of  their  Pay  and  Subsistence, 
before  any  Part  of  the  said  Pay  or  Subsistence  be  .distributed  to 
them  respectivdy ;  and  if  any  such  OflScer  shall  not  pay  the  same, 
then  upon  Complaint,  and  Oath  made  thereof  by  any  Two  Wit- 
nesses, at  the  next  Quarter  Session  for  the  County  or  City  where 
sacb  Quarters  are  situate,  the  Secretary  of,  the  Admiralty  is 
hereby  required,  upon  Certificate  of  the  Justices  before  whom 
such  Oath  shall  be  made  of  the  Sum  due  to  the  Complainan^  to 
order  Payment  of  the  Amount,  which  shall  be  charged  against 
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such  Officer;  and  in  case  of  any  Marines  being  suddenly  or- 
dered to  march,  and  of  the  Commanding  Officer  not  being

"*^*  of  Carriages  for  the  Royal  Marine  Forces  and  their  Baggage^ 
on  their  Marches  in  England  and  Ireland^  all  Justices  of  ttie 
Peace  within  their  several  Jurisdictions,  being  duly  required 
thereunto  by  Order  of  the  said  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  Two  or 
more  of  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  said  Office  of  Lord 
High  Admiral,  for  the  Time  being,  shall,  on  the  Production  of 
such  Order  to  them,  or  any  One  or  more  of  them,  by  the  Officer

sliall  demand  more  than  the  legal  Rates  for  the  same;  or  if  any 
Person  appointed  or  ordered  by  such  Constable  to  provide  Car- 
riages, Horses,  or  Vessels  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  provide  the 
same,  or  shall  demand  more  than  the  legal  Rates  for  the  same, 
or  shall  do  any  Act  or  Thing  by  which  the  Execution  of  such 
Warrants  shall  be  hindered ;  or  if  any  Person  liable  by  this 
Act  to  have  any  Officer  or  Marine  quartered  on  him  shall  refuse 
to  receive  any  such  Officer  or  Marine,  or  to  afford  him  proper 
Accommodation  or  Diet  in  the  House  of  such  Person  in  which 
he  is  quartered,  or  to  furnish,  the  several  Things  directed  to  be 
furnished  to  Officers  and  Marines,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
furnish  good  and  sufficient  Stables,  together  with  good  and 
sufficient  Hay  and  Straw,  for  each  Horse,  at  the  Rate  established 
by  this  Act,  and  in  such  Quantities  as  shall  be  fixed  by  Her 
Majesty's  Regulations,  not  exceeding  Eighteen  Pounds  of  Hay 
and  Six  Pounds  of  Straw /»er  Diem  for  each  Horse,  or  shall  pay 
any  Sum  of  Money  to  any  Marine  on  the  March  in  lieu  of  fur^

have  given  Licence,  or  shall  compel  the  Driver  of  any  Carriage 
to  take  up  any  Marine  or  Servant  (except  such  as  are  sick)  or 
any  Woman  to  ride  therein,  except  in  Cases  of  Emergency  as 
aforesaid,  or  shall  force  any  Constable,  by  threatening  Words,  to

cause  the  Colour  or  Mark  of  any  such  Clothes,  Appointments,  or 
.Necessaries  to  be  changed  or  defaced,  shall  forfeit  for  every  sioch 
(Offence  any  Sum  not  exceeding  Twenty  Pounds  nor  less  than 
;Five  Ponndis,  together  with  Treble  the  Value  of  all  or  any  of 
the  several  Articles  of  which  such  Offender  shall  so  become  pos-

*  VI/'HEREAS  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  Fourth  Year  of  the 

*  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  for  the 

*  AMiticn  of  Slavery  throuffhaut  the  British  Colonies ;  Jfor  pro- 

*  mating  the  Industry  of  the  manumitted  Slaves;  and  for  eompen-' 

*  sating  the  Persons  hitherto  entitled  to  the  Services  of  sucli  Slaves : 

*  And  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  Powers  for  that  Purpose 
^  in  the  said  Act  contained,  divers  Orders  in  Council,  Ordi- 

*  nances,  and  Acts  of  Assembly  have  been  made  for  giving 

*  Effect  to  the  said  Act  by  supplementary  Enactments  in  the  said 

*  Colonies :  And  whereas  it  hath  since  appeared  that  further 
^  Provisions  are  necessary  for  the  Protection  of  the  apprenticed 

*  Labourers  in  the  said  Colonies,  and  for  giving  full  Effect  to 
^  the  Intent  and  Meaning  of  the  said  Act  for  the  Abolition  of

Pimento,  Coffee^  or  other.  Produce,  or  any  Canes,  Wood,  or 
Grass,  who  shall  not  be  able  to  produce  a  Permit  from  the 
Proprietor,  Overseer,  or  other  Person  in  charge  of  the  Pro- 
perty whereon  such  Produce  was  grown  or  manufactured,  or 
otherwise  show  that  he,  she,  or  they  has  or  have  honestly  be- 
come possessed  of  such  Property,  ^and  to  carry  such  Person  or 
Persons  so  apprehended  before  the  nearest  Justice,  who  shall 
examine  into  the  Matter,  and  upon  Conviction  adjudge  the

T^HEREAS  Her  most  gracious  Majesty;  Queen  Ame^  in 
^^    Her  Royal  Bounty  to  the  Poor  Clergy  of  the  Church  of 
Enffkmdf  and  pursuant  to  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Par- 
liament made  in  the  Second  Year  of  Her  said  Majest/s  Reign, 
intituled  An  Act  Jbr  making  mare  effectual  Her  Mcgeshfs  gra^  «Anne,c.  ii. 
tiou$  Intentions  for  the  Augmentation  of  the  Maintenance  of  the 
Poor  Clergy^  by  enalUmg  Her  Mtgestg  to  grant  in  perpetuity  the 
Revenues  of  die  First  Fruits  and  Tenths^  and  also  fir  enabling 
other  Persons  to  make  Grants  fir  the  same  Purpose,  did,  in  and 
by  Her  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Englandy 
bearing  Date  the  Third  Day  of  November  in  the  Third  Year 
of  Her  said  Majesty's  Reign,  make,  nominate,  constitute,  and

iiOian  ofFitst  Fruits  to  the  Crown,  the  said  Revenues  of  First 
Fruits  and  yearly  perpetual  Tenths  are  within  the  Order, 
Surv^,  Rule,  and  Governance  of  Her  Majesty's  Court  of 
Exchequer :   And  whereas  His   Majesty   King  Charles  the 
SeconcC  by  Letters  Patent  imder  the  Great  Seal  of  England, 
bearing  Date  the  Twenty-fourth  Day  of  January  in  the  Thirty- 
first  Year  of  His  Reign,  did  give  and  grant  unto  Marmaduhe 
Giibs  Esquire,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  the  Office  of  Remem- 
brancer of  First  Fruits  and  Tenths  in  His  Majestjr's  Court  of 
Exchequer,  to  hold  the  said  Office  unto  the  said  Marmaduhe

should  be  One  Collector  or  Receiver  of  the  said  perpetual 
yearly  Tenths  of  all  Dignities,  Offices,  Benefices,  and  Flx>mo- 
tions  Spiritual  whatsoever,  granted  to  the  said  Corporation 
of  the  Governors  of  the  Bounty  of  Queen  Anne  for  the  Aug- 
mentation of  the  Maintenance  of  the  Poor  Clergy  by  the 
said  first-recited  Act  and  Letters  Patent,  (which  had  not  been 
legally  discharged  by  any  Act  or  Acts  siace  made,  or  other- 
wise,) from  Time  to  Time  to  be  appointed  by  His  Majes^,

Receipt  of  His  Majesty's  Exchequer  at  Westminfterj  in  such 
Manner  and  Form  as  was  therein-after  mentioned:  And 
whereas  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  several  Acts  and  Letters 
Patent  herein-before  mentioned  or  referred  to,  and  other  Acts 
of  Parliament  and  Letters  Patent  of  the  Crown,  the  said 
Revenue  of  First  Fruits  is  now  collected  and  received  in  a 
certain  Office  called  the  Office  of  First  Fruits,  which  Office 
is  a  Branch  of  the  said  Court  of  Exchequer,  and  consists  of 
Four  Officers;  videlicet,  a  Remembrancer  of  First  Fruits  and 
Tenths,  who  holds  his  Office  in  Fee  under  or  by  virtue  of  the 
said  Letters  Patent  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  a  Collector 
or  Receiver,  and  Two  sworn  Clerks ;  and  the  Revenue  of 
yearly  Tenths  is  in  the  first  instance  collected  and  received  by 
a  Collector  or  Receiver,  who  holds  his  Office  under  or  by 
virtue  of  the  said  Act  of  the  Third  Year  of  King  George  the 
First,  or  Letters  Patent  granted  in  pursuance  .thereof,  and  has 
Two  Clerks  for  his  Assistance  in  the  Business  of  such  Col« 
lection  and  Receipt;  and  the  said. Revenues  of  First  Fruits 
and  yearly  Tenths  are  from  Time  to  Time  paid  by  the^espec* 
dve  Collectors  or  Receivers  thereof  into  the  Bank  of  England, 
to  the  Account  of  Her  Majesty's  Exchequer;  and  the  same 
Monies,  or  the  Amount  thereof  are  or  is  afterwards  from 
Time  to  Time  paid  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  Time  being  of 
the  said  Governors  of  the  Bounty  of  Queen  Anae  for  the  Aug* 
mentation  of  the  Maintenance  of  t(ie  Poor  Clergy :  And 
whereas  the  Names  of  the  present  Officers  employed  in  the 
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said  Offices  of  First  Fruits  and  Tenths  for  the  Collection, 
Receipt,  and  Payment,  in  manner  aforesaid,  of  the  said  Reve* 
nue  of  First  Fruits  and  yearly  perpetual  Tenths,  and  the  ave- 
rage yearly  Amount  of  the  Emoluments  of  all  such  Officers 
respectively,  arising  from  Salaries  and  Fees,  or  otherwise  (as 
stated  by  such  Officers  respectively),  and  the  annual  Expences 
of  the  said  Offices  for  Rent,  Salary  to  an  Office  Keeper, 
Stationery,  Coals,  Candles,  and  other  incidental  Matters,  are 
set  forth  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act,  and  amount  in  the  whole 
to  the  yearly  Sum  of  Two  thousand  and  twenty-two  Pounds 
Eighteen  Shillings  and  Eleven-pence :  And  whereas  the  Method 
at  present  in  use  for  the  Collection  and  Receipt  of  the  said 
First  Fruits  and  Tenths  by  the  said  several  Officers,  respec- 
tively, and  the  Payment  of  the  same  into  the  Bank  of  England 
to  the  Account  of  Her  Majesty's  Exchequer,  and  the  subse- 
quent Payment  thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Governors 
of  the  Bounty  of  Queen  Anne,  as  herein-before  mentioned,  is 
unnecessarily  circuitous,  complicated,  and  expensive ;  and  it

who  shall  havtf  been  or  may  hereafter  be  licensed  to  act  as 
Porters  or  in  any  other  like  Capacity  in  and  about  the  said 
Harbour,  oc  the  said  Wharf,  Piers,  and  Quays,  and  for  fiaing 
and  regulating  the  Rales  or  Priees,  Sam  or  Sums  of  Money, 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Owners  or  Proj^nelers  or 
othtf  Person  in  the  Care  and  Management  of  siich  Boat^ 
Wherries^  or  other  Craft,  or  for  such  Porters  or  other  Penons

TIT'HEREAS  b]f  an  Act  passed  in  the  Twentieth  Year  of 
^  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  Charles  the  Second, 
intituled  An  Act  for  ffte  Increase  and  Preservation  of  Timber 
within  the  Forest  of  Dean,  it  was  enacted,  that  to  the  end  the 
said  Forest  and  Premises  might  be  perpetually  preserved  and 
estated  in  the  Crown  for  public  Use,  and  might  not  be  granted 
or  disposed  to  any  private  Use  or  Benefit,  in  case  any  Person

Vy^HEREAS  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  in  right 
of  Her  Crown,  is  seised  to  Herself,  Her  Heirs  and 
Successors,  of  the  Soil  of  the  Forest  of  Dean  in  the  Coun^  of 
Ghucegter,  and  of  all  Timber  and  other  Trees  standing  or 
growing  thereon,  and  of  all  Mines  and  Minerals  within  or 
under  the  said  Forest^  subject  to  certain  alleged  Rights  of 
Common  and  other  Rights  claimed  in  or  over  the  same  or 
some  Part  thereof,  and  is  also  seised  as  aforesaid  of  diven  In- 
dosures  within  and  upon  the  said  Forest,  freed  and  discharged 
from  all  Claims  and  Demands  whatsoever,  so  long  as  tbey 
remain  so  inclosed;  And  whereas,  in  addition  to  the  said 
Mines  and  Minerals  which  are  within  or  under  the  said 
Forest,  Her  MajesQr,  in  right  of  Her  Crown,  is  or  claims  to 
be  seised  to  Herself,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors,  of  all  other 
Mines  and  Minerals  which  are  within  or  under  any  Part  of 
the  Lands  of  the  Hundred  of  Saint  Briavds  in  the  said 
County,  save  and  except  where  such  Mines  and  Minerals 
have  been  granted  by  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Royal  Progenitors 
to  any  Subject,  and  having  been  so  granted  have  not  after- 
wards become  vested  in  the  Crown  by  Purchase  or  otherwise:

yiTHEREAS  by  additional  Articles  to  various  Treaties 
entered  into  between  His  late  Majesty  and  Her  present 
Majesty  and  certain  Foreign  Powers  and  States,  for  the 
Prevention  of  the  TVaffic  in  Slaves,  it  has  been  stipulated, 
that  all  Vessels  which  %hail  be  seised  and  condemned,  under 
any  of  the  Provisions  of  the  said  Treaties  or  Conventions, 
and  which  ttndei<  the  said  Treaties  were  directed  to  be  sold 
by  public  Sale,  sJiall,  by  virtue  of  sneh  additional  Artides,  be 
entirely  demolished  and  broken  up,  and  the  Materials  thereof 
publicly  sold  in  separate  Parts,  as  well  as  the  Cargo,' for  the 
Profit  of  the  Governments  engaged  in  such  Treatfee  or  Con- 
ventions: And  whereas  Treaties  or  Conventions  have  been 
entered  into  by  His  Ute  M^jestjr  /euod  by  Her  present  Majesty 
with  various  Powers  and  States,  unaer  the  Authority  of  which 
the  Ships  or  Ve^Rels  of  the  Subjedts  of  those  States,  and

arising  from  the  said  Harbour,  Docks,  and  other  Works,  and 
Quays,  Houses,  Lands,  and  Property  set  forth  in  tlie  said  recited 
Act  of  the  Third  and  Fourth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late 
Majesty  as  forming  the  Security  thereby  granted  to  Govern- 
ment, and  in  the  Bond  granted  by  the  said  Ixird  Provost, 
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Magistrates,  and  Council  of  the  said  City  of  Edinburgh  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  in  Implement  of  the 
Provisions  of  the  said  Act,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
vested  in  the  Commissionecs  to  be  appointed  and  elected  under 
this  Act  as  Commissioners  for  the  Purposes  of  the  said  recited

be 
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be  required,  in  obedience  to  any  such  Summons,  to  go  more 

than  Twenty  Statute  Miles  from  the  Place  of  his  Abode :  Pro- 
vided also,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend  to  autho- 
rize or  empower  the  Commissioners  to  act  as  a  Court  of  Record, 
or  to  require  the  Production  of  the  Title  or  any  Papers  or 
Writings  relating  to  the  Title  of  any  Lands,  Tenements,  or 
Hereditaments,  not  being  Property  vested  in  the  Commissioners 
by  virtue  of  this  Act. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  ^^J?*r*f '***^" 
this  Act  the  Administration  of  Relief  to  the  Poor  throughout  Poortobe 
Ireland  according  to  such  Laws  as  shall  be  in  force  at  the  Time  under  Control 
being  shall  be  subject  to  the  Direction  and  Control  of  the  Com-  ®/  ^^  Comm»- 
missioners,  and  for  executing  the  Powers  given  to  them  by  this 
Act  the  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  required, 
from  Time  to  Time  as  they  shall  see  Occasion,  to  make  and 
issue  all  such  Orders  for  the  Government  of  Workhouses,  Houses 
of  Industry,  and  Foundling  Hospitals,  and  of  the  Poor  therein, 
and  for  the  Guidance  and  Control,  Appointment  and  Removal 
of  the  Officers  thereof,  and  for  the  Guidance  and  Control,  accord- 
ing to  the  Intention  of  this  Act,  of  all  Guardians,  Wardens, 
and  other  Officers,  paid  or  unpaid,  acting  in  the  Management 
or  Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor,  and  for  the  keeping,  examining, 
auditing,  and  allowing  or  disallowing  of  Accounts,  and  for  the 
making  of  Contracts  in  all  Matters  relating  to  such  Manage- 
ment or  Relief,  or  to  any  Expenditure  for  the  Relief  of  the 
destitute  Poor,  and  for  carrying  this  Act  into  execution  in  all 
other  respects  as  they  shall  think   proper ;   and  the  Commis-  Commission^rt 
sioners  may,  at  their  Discretion,  from  lime  to  iime  suspend,  alter,  or  rescind 
alter,  or  rescind  such  Orders,  or  any  of  them :  Provided  always,  Orders. 
that  nothmg  in  this  Act  contained  shall  be  construed  as  enabling 
the  Commissioners,  or  any  of  them,  to  interfere  in  any  indi- 
vidual Case  for  the  Purpose  of  ordering  Relief. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  General  Rule  of  the  Com-  General  Rule* 
raissioners  shall  operate  or  take  effect  until  the  Expiration  of  ^  Sie  Secreurj^ 
Forty  Days  after  the  same,  or  a  Copy  thereof,  shall  have  been  of  Stote. 
sent  to  One  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State, 
unless  One  of  Her  Majesty's  Secretariei  of  State  shall  sooner 
allow  the  same ;  and  if  at  any  Time  after  such  General  Rule 
shall  have  been  so  sent  Her  Majesty,  with  the  Advice  of  Her 
Privy  Council,  shall  disallow  the  same  or  any  Part  thereof,  such 
Disallowance  shall  be  notified  to  the  Commissioners  by  One  of 
Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State ;  and  such  General 
Rule  or  the  Part  thereof  so  disallowed  shall  not  come  into 
operation,  if  such  Disallowance  be  notified  to  the  Commissioners 
at  any  Time  during  the  said  Period  of  Forty  Days ;  but  if  such 
Disallowance  be  so  notified  at  any  Time  after  that  Period, 
then  from  and  after  such  Disallowance  shall  have  been  so  noti- 
fied such  General  Rule,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  have  been  so 
disallowed,  shall  cease  to  operate,  subject  however  and  without 
Prejudice  to  all  Acts  and  Transactions  under  or  in  virtue  of 
the  same  previously  to   Notice  of  such  Disallowance  having 

D  d  2  beea 
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to  give  Evidence,  or  shall  wilfully  alter,  suppress,  conceal, 
destroy,  or  refuse  to  produce  any  Books,  Contracts,  Agreements, 
Accounts,  Maps,  Plans,  Surveys,  Valuations,  or  Writings,  or 
Copies  of  the  same,  which  may  be  required  to  be  producal  for 
the  Purposes  of  this  Act  to  any  Person  authorized  by  this  Act 
to  require  fhe  Production  thereof,  every  Person  so  offending 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  Misdemeanor. 

XIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Com- 
missioners, in  any  Case  where  they  may  see  fit,  to  order  and 
allow  such  Expences  of  Witnesses,  and  such  Expences  attending 
the  Production  of  any  Documents  or  Copies  thereof  to  or  before 
any  Person  authorized  by  this  Act  to  require  the  Production 
thereof,  as  such  Commissioners  may  deem  reasonable,  to  be  paid 
as  follows,  (that  is  to  say,)  out  of  the  Rates  of  the  Union  which 
in  the  Opinion  %f  the  Commissioners  shall  be  interested  or  con- 
cerned in  such  Testimony  or  Production  respectively  in  all 
Cases  in  which  suph  Witnesses  shall  not  go  more  than  Ten 
Statute  Miles  from  their  Place  of  Residence,  and  in  all  other 
Cases  the  Expences  so  ordered  or  allowed  shall  be  deemed  Part 
of  the  incidental  Expences  attending  the  Execution  of  this  Act, 
and  be  paid  accordingly. 

XV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Com- 
missioners, from  Time  to  Time,  by  Order  under  their  Seal,  to 
unite  such  and  so  many  Townlands  as  they  may  think  fit,  to  be 
a  Union  for  the  Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor,  by  such  Name  as 
the  Commissioners  shall  by  such  Order  direct 

XVI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Com- 
missioners, from  Time  to  Time,  as  tliey  may  think  fit,  to  declare 
any  such  Union  to  be  dissolved,  or  any  Townland  or  Town- 
lands  to  be  added  to  or  separated  from  any  such  Union ;  and 
in  case  of  any  Addition  to  or  Separation  from  a  Union,  or  of 
any  other  Alteration  of  the  Limits  thereof,  to  make  such  Orders 
as  they  may  think  fit  for  adapting  the  Constitution,  Manage- 
ment, and  Government  of  such  Union  to  its  altered  State;  and 
in  case  of  a  total  or  partial  Dissolution  of  any  Union,  or  oilier 
Alteration  of  the  Limits  thereof,  to  ascertain  to  the  best  of  their 
Judgments  the  proportionate  Value  to  any  and  every  Townland 
affected  by  such  Dissolution  or  Alteration  of  any  Property  held 
or  taken  for  or  relinquished  by  the  Union  in  its  altered  State, 
and  also  the  proportionate  Amount  chargeable  on  every  Town- 
land  in  respect  of  all  the  Liabilities  of  such  Union  existing  at 
the  Time  of  such  Dissolution  or  Alteration,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners shall  thereupon  fix  the  Amount  to  be  received  or  paid, 
or  secured  to  be  paid,  by  such  Union  or  by  any  TownlaDd 
affected  by  such  Alteration,  as  the  Justice  of  the  Case  appears 
to  them  to  require;  and  all  Sums  to  be  received,  if. any,  by 
such  Union  or  Townland,  shall  be  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid 
to  such  Person  and  in  such  Manner,  and  shall  be  applied  for 
the  Benefit  of  such  Union  or  Townland,  as  the  Commissioners 
shall  direct ;  and  all  Sums  to  be  so  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid 
shall  be  raised  by  special  Rates  on  the  Property  liable  to  be 
rated  under  this  Act,  under  the  Direction  of  the  Commissioners, 
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or  charged  on  the  Poor  Rates,  or  such  special  Rates  of  such 
Union  or  Townland  respectively  as  the  Commissioners  may  see 
fit:  Provided  always,  that  no  such  Dissolution  or  Alteration 
shall  take  place  or  be  made  unless  a  Majority  of  the  Guardians 
of  the  Union  affected  by  such  Change  shall  also  consent  thereto 
in  Writing ;  and  provided  also,  that  no  such  Dissolution  or  Alte- 
ration shall  in  any  Manner  prejudice,  vary,  or  aflFect  the  Rights 
or  Interests  of  third  Persons  in  respect  of  Contracts  entered  into 
by  or  on  behalf  of  such  Union  or  Townland  previous  to  such 
Dissolution  or  Alteration,  and  that  a  Copy  of  every  Order  by 
which  any  Union  shall  be  declared  dissolved  or  altered  shall  be 
transmitted  to  One  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State,  who  shall  forward  the  same,  or  a  Duplicate  thereof,  to  the 
Lords  of  the  Treasury. 

XVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  when  ony  Union  for  the  Election  of 
Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor  shall  have  been  declared  a  Board  Guardiaiu. 
of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  for  such  Union  shall  be  constituted, 

and  the  Guardians  shall  be  elected  at  such  Time  as  the  Com- 
missioners by  their  Order  declaring  the  Union,  or  by  any  sub- 
sequent Order,  shall  direct. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Commissioners   may  Commissioners 
divide  any  Union  into  Electoral  Divisions  for  the  Election  of  "1*?  ***^;**® 
Guardians^  and  may  alter  any  such  Division  from  Time  to  Time  K]^oral°Di*. 
as  they  may  see  fit,  so  nevertheless  that  in  making  or  altering  tricu. 

such  Electoral  Divisions  no  Townland  shall  be  divided :  Pro- 
vided always,  that  whenever  One  or  more  Townlands  lying  adja- 
cent shall  be  the  Property  of  One  or  more  Proprietors,  who 
shall  be  ratied  instead  of  the  Occupiers  of  such  Property  as 
herein-afler  is  provided,  and  who  shall  serve  Notice  in  Writing 
to  that  Effect  upon  the  Commissioners,  the  said  Commissioners 
shall  be  at  liberty,  if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  to  form  such 
Townland  or  Townlands  into  an  Electoral  District 

XIX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Commissioners  shall  de-  Number  and 
termine,  and  from  Time  to  Time  may,  as  they  may  see  fit,  alter  Quajjficat'on  of 
the  Number  of  the  Guardians  to  be  elected  in  each  Union,  and     "*    *"** 
the  Number  to  be  elected  for  every  Electoral  Division,  having 

due  Regard  to  the  Circumstances  of  each  such  Division,  (so 
nevertheless  that  every  Person  qualified  to  vote  in  the  Union 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Election  of  One  Guardian  at  the 
least,)  and  may  also  fix  the  Value  of  the  Qualification  by  which 
Male  Persons  of  full  Age  shall  be  eligible  as  such  Guardians, 
such  Qualification  to  consist  in  being  entitled  to  vote  at  Elec« 
tions  of  Guardians  in  such  Union,  but  not  so  as  to  require  a 
Qualification  exceeding  the  net  annual  Value  of  Thirty  Pounds :  ]sjo  Minister  of 
Provided  always,  that  no  Person,  being  in  Holy  Orders,  or  being  iieygion  to  be 
a  regular  Minister  of  any  Religious  Denomination,  shall  be  eh-  •  ^«^»"diai;i. 
gible  as  a  Guardian. 

XX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  on  the  Twenty-fifth  Day  of  Election  of 
Mardi  in  every  Year,  or  if  that  Day  should  fall  on  sl  Sunday  or  Guardian*  to 
Good  Friday  then  on  the  Day  next  fallowing,  or  within  Four-  "^"^"^ 
teen  Days  next  after  such  Twentj'-fifth   Day  of  Marchy  the 
Guardians  for  the  ensuing  Year,  to  be  computed  from  such 
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Twetity-^fifth  Day  of  Marchj  shall  be  chosen,  and  hnmediatdy 
upon  their  Election  the  Guardians  previously  elected  by  tk 
Rate-payers  of  any  Union  shall  go  out  of  Office:  Provided 
always,  that  the  Guardians  first  elected  by  such  Rate-paQren 
shall,  if  the  said  Commissioners  shall  by  any  Order  so  direct, 
hold  Office  until  the  Twenty-fifth  Day  of  Marth  next  after  their 
Election,  and  thenceforth  for  One  Year ;  and  that  in  every  Case 
the  Guardians  whose  Term  of  Office  shall  expire  on  the  Twen^- 
fifth  Day  of  March  in  any  Year  shall  continue  to  act  as  Gua^ 
dians  until  others  are  elected  or  appointed  in  their  Stead. 

XXI.  And  be  it  enac.ted,  That  any  Guardian  going  out  of 
Office  shall  be  re-eligible  for  the  ensuiug  or  any  subsequent 
Year,  and  that  the  same  Person  may  be  elected  for  more  than 
One  Electoral  Division. 

XXIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  case  the  full  Number  of 
Guardians  shall  not  be  duly  elected  at  any  Election  of  Guar- 
dians for  the  Time  being,  or  in  the  event  of  any  Vacancy  oc- 
curring in  such  Board  by  the  Death,  Removal,  or  Resignatioa, 
(which  the  Ck>mmissioners  are  hereby  empowered  to  accept,)  or 
Refusal  or  Disqualification  to  act  of  any  Guardian,  the  other  or 
•remaining  Members  of  the  said  Board  shall  continue  to  act  until 
the  next  Election,  or  until  the  Completion  of  the  said  Board,  as 
if  no  such  Vacancy  had  occurred,  and  as  if  the  Number  crf'such 
Board  were  complete. 

XXIIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Justice  of  the  Peace 
residing  in  any  such  Union,  cmd  acting  for  the  County  in  iriiich 
he  so  resides,  and  not  being  a  Stipendiary  Magistrate  or  As- 
sistant Barrister,  or  a  Person  in  Holy  Orders,  or  a  regular 
Minister  of  any  Religious  Denomination,  shall  be  an  er  office 
Guardian  of  the  Poor  for  such  Union ;  and  (unless  the  Com- 
missioners shall  by  any  Order  postpone,  for  such  Time  as  they 
shall  see  fit,  the  Period  at  which  such  ex  officio  Guardians  shall 
act  as  such,  which  Order  the  Commissioners  are  hereby  em- 
powered  to  make  and  issue^)  the  said  ex  officio  Guardians  shall, 
until  a  Board  of  Guardians  be  duly  constituted,  and  also  in  case 
of  any  Irregularity  or  Delay  in  any  subsequent  Election  of 
Guardians,  by  reason  whereof  there  shall  be  no  l^ally  coosti- 
tuted  Board  of  Guardians  of  such  Union,  receive  and  carry  into 
effect  the  Orders  of  the  Commissioners ;  and  after  such  Board 
shall  be  constituted  as  aforesaid  every  such  Justice  shall  ex  offia^ 
act  as  a  Member  of  such  Board,  in  addition  to  and  in  like  Man- 
ner as  an  elected  Guardian. 

XXIV.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Num- 
ber of  ex  officio  Guardians  of  any  Union  shall  in  no  Case  exceed 
One  Third  of  the  Number  of  Guardians  to  be  elected  by  the 
Rate-payers  of  such  Union ;  and  in  every  Case  where  the  Num- 
ber of  Justices  qualified  as  aforesaid  shall  exceed  One  Third  of 
the  whole  Number  of  the  Guardians  to  be  elected  by  such  Rate- 
payers the  Justices  so  qualified  shall,  within  Fourteen  Days  after 
the  Declaration  of  such  Union,  assemble  at  a  Meeting  to  be 
specially  held  for  the  Purpose  at  a  Time  and  Place  to  be  ap 
pointed  by  or  under  the  Order  of  the  Commissioners^  of  which 
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Meeting  the  Justice  senior  by  Appointment  who  dball  be  present 
shall  be  Chairman ;  and  thereupon  the  said  Justices  shall,  by 
a  MajoriQr  of  their  Number  present  and  voting,  (the  Chair- 
nuuD,  in  case  o£  an  Equality  of  Votes  in  favour  of  Two  or  more 
PenoDs,  to  have  a  double  or  casting  Vote,)  appoint  from  the 
Justices  so  qualified  a  Number  of  Persons  nearest  to  but  not  ex** 
ceeding  One  Third  of  the  Number  of  the  Guardians  to  be 
elected  by  the  Rate^payers ;  and  the  Justices  so  appointed  shall 
be  entitled  to  act  as  ejr  officio  Quardians  of  the  Poor  of  the 
Union  from  the  Period  of  the  first  Appointment  so  made  until 
the  next  Twenty-ninth  Day  of  September,  and  for  One  Year  next 
ensuing,  or  until  others  shall  be  appointed  in  their  Stead;  wd  Appomtmcntto 
at  die  Expiration  of  One  Year  after  the  Twenty-ninth  Day  ^'^"^""^ 
of  September  next  following  such  first  Appointment,  and  on  the 
Twenty-ninth  Day  of  September  in  every  succeeding  Year,  or 
within  Fourteen  Days  thereof,  the  ex  officio  Guardians  for  the 
Year,  computed  from  the  Twenty-ninth  Day  of  Septemberf  shall 
in  like  M^mner  be  appointed,  and  immediately  upon  their  Ap- 
pointment the  ex. officio  Guardians   last  previously  appointed 
shall  go  out  of  Office ;  and  Lists  of  the  Names  of  the  Justices  ao 
appointed  to  serve  as  ex  officio  Guardians  of  any  Union,  duly 
certified  by  the  Chairman  of  the  said  Meeting,  shall  be  sent  l^ 
hun  to  the  Commissioners  and  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the 
County,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  shall  preserve  the  same  in 
the  Records  of  the  County :  Provided  always,  that  any.  ex  officio 
Guardian  shall  be  re-eligible  for  the  ensuing  or  any  subsequent 
Year :  Provided  also,  that  whenever  the  Number  of  Justices 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  act  as  ear  officio  Guardians  in  any  Union 
shall,  by  Death,  Removal,  Disqualification  to  act,  or  from  any 
other  Cause,  be  reduced  to  or  below  One  Third  of  the  Number 
of  the  elective  Guardians,  then,  and  so  long  as  the  Number 
shall  not  exceed  One  Third  of  the  Number  of  elective  Guar* 
dians,  the  whole  of  the  Justices  so  qualified  shall  be  entitled  to 
act  as  ex  officio  Guardians. 

XXV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  case  an  Ejection  of  Guar*  ^  ^<»^ 
dians  for  any  Electoral  Division  or  for  any  Union  shall  not  take  o^JdUma,  or 
place  in  obedience  to  the  Orders  of  the  Commissioners  and  in  Refusal  to  act, 
pursuance  of  this  Act,  or  in  case  any  Guardian  duly  elected  CommisBionerp 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  act,  the  Commissioners  shall  order  9  Election *Mid^ 
fresh  £lection  of  Guardians  for  such  Electoral  Division,  or  shall  cenain  Cases  > 
declare  the  Place  of  such  Guardian  as  aforesaid  to  be  void,  as  °^y  appoint, 
the  Case  may  be,  and  in  such  latter  Case  sh^l  order  a  fresh 
Election  of  a  Guardian  in  lieu  of  such  Guardian  as  aforesaid ; 
and  if  an  Election  of  Guardians  for  such  Electoral  Division  or 
Union  shall  not  thereupon  take  place,  or  any  Guardian  who  may 
be  elected  at  such  fresh  Election  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  act» 
then  the  Commissioners  may  appoint  any  Person  whom  they 
may  deem  fit  to  fill  the  Place  of  any  such  Guardian  of  whom 
there  has  been  such  Failure  of  Election,  or  of  any  Guardian 
who  shall  have  neglected  or  refused  to  act,  as  aforesaid ;  and 
every  Person  so  appointed  shall  serve  and  hold  the  Office  of 
Guardian  until  an  Election  of  Guardians  shall  take  pkce  ufidej: 
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the  Provisions  of  this  Act ;  and  every  Person  so  appointed  shall 
during  the  Period  of  his  Service  of  the  Office  have  the  same 
Powers,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  Obligations,  in  all 
respects,  as  Guai*dians  elected  by  the  Kate^payers  under  this 
Act ;  and  every  Guardian  neglecting  or  refusing  to  act  shall, 
upon  the  Appointment  of  any  Person  to  fill  his  Place,  cease  to 
act,  and  to  have  any  Right  or  Title  to  act,  as  Guardian  of  such 
Union,  until  again  duly  elected  or  appointed  to  be  a  Guardian. 

XXVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  regular  Meetmgs 
of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  any  Union  shall  not  be  holden  at 
the  Times  enjoined  by  the  Orders  of  the  Commissioners,  or  in 
case,  through  the  Default  of  the  Guardians,  the  Duties  of  such 
Board  of  Guardians  shall  not  be  duly  and  effectually  discharged 
according  to  the  Intention  of  this  Act,  the  Commissioners  shall 
declare  such  Board  of  Guardians  to  be  dissolved,  and  shall  order 
a  fresh  Election  of  the  Guardians  of  such  Union ;  and  in  case 
the  Guardians  elected  at  such  fresh  Election  shall  not  bold 
regular  Meetings  at  the  Times  enjoined  by  the  Orders  of  the 
Commissioners,  or  in  case,  through  the  Default  of  such  Guar- 
dians, the  Duties  of  such  Board  of  Guardians  shall  not  be  duly 
and  effectually  discharged  according  to  the  Intention  of  this 
Act,  then  the  Commissioners  may  appoint  such  and  so  many 
paid  Officers  as  they  may  think  fit  to  carry  into  execution  the 
Provisions  of  this  Act,  and  from  Time  to  Time  revoke  and 
determine  such  Appointments;  and  the  Commissioners  shall, 
from  Time  to  Time,  as  they  shall  see  fit,  define  and  direct  the 
Execution  of  the  Duties  of  such  Officers,  and  the  Amount  and 
Nature  of  the  Security  to  be  given  by  such  of  them  as  tlie  Com- 
missioners shall  think  ought  to  give  Security,  and  regulate  the 
Amount  of  Salaries  payable  to  such  Officers  respectively,  and 
the  Time  and   Mode  of  Payment  thereof;  and  such  Salaries 
shall  be  chargeable  on  and  payable  out  of  the  Rates  levied  for 
the  Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor  of  such  Union :  Provided  alwavs, 
that  unless  the  Commissioners  shall  sooner  revoke  or  determine 
the  Appointment  of  such  paid  Officers  such  paid  Officers  shall 
hold  their  Offices  for  the  Term  of  One  Year  from  the  Date  of 
their  Appointment,  and  thenceforth  till  the  Time  of  the  next 
Election  of  Guardians  for  such  Union,  under  the  Provisions  of 
this  Act,  and  no  longer. 

XXVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Board  of  Guardians 
for  every  Union,  including  all  Persons  herein-before  empowered 
to  act  as  Guardians,  while  so  acting,  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  and  shall  be  called 
by  the  Name  of  "  The  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  Union," 
and  are  hereby  authorized  and  enabled  by  that  Name  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  Law  and  in  Equity,  take 
and  hold  Goods  and  Chattels,  and  to  enter  into  and  execute 
all  such  Contracts  connected  with  the  Relief  of  the  destitute 
Poor,  and  with  the  Purposes  of  this  Act,  as  shall  be  enjoined 
or  permitted  by  the  Orders  of  the  Commissioners ;  and  all  the 
Monies  levied  by  Rates  under  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  within 
each  Union,  and  all  Goods  and  Chattels  purchased  with  such

virtue  of  this  Act,  at  the  End  of  such  Period,  the  Proportion  of 
such  Expence  as  shall  appear  to  have  been  incurred  in  respect 
of  every  Person  so  relieved,  who  shall  be  stated  in  the  Registry 
to  have  been  resident  within  such  Electoral  Division ;  and  the 
Expence  incurred  in  respect  of  evei'y  Person  so  relieved  and  not 
stated  in  the  Registry  to  have  been  resident  wifbin  some  Elec- 
toral Division  of  the  Union  shall  be  borne  by  and  charged  against 
the  whole  Union :   Provided  always,  that  from  and  after  the 
Expiration  of  Three  Years  from  the  Period  at  which  the  Com- 
missioners shall  have  declared  the  Workhouse  of  the  Union  fit 
for  the  Reception  of  destitute  Poor  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Guardians  elected  for  any  Two  or   more  Electoral  Divisions 
within  such  Union,  by  Writing  under  their  Hands,  to  agree  that 
all  Charges  in  respect  of  destitute  poor  Persons  resident  within 
such  Electoral  Divisions  respectively  shall  thenceforth  be  borne 
in  common  by  such  Electoral  Divisions ;  and  in  such  Case  such 
Agreement,  luEiving  been  fii'st  signed  by  the  said  Guardians,  shall 
be  signed  and  sealed  by  the  Qommissioners,  if  after  due  Inquiry 
made  by  them  they  shall  approve  of  the  same,  and  one  Part 
thereof  deposited  with  the  Conunissioners,  and  a  Counterpart  or 
Counterparts  thereof,  signed  by  the  said  Guardians  and  signed

they  shall  set  forth  the  Number  of  Hospitals  or  Dispensaries 
which  in  their  Opinion  ought  to  be  provided  for  the  Relief  of

Protestant  Dissenter,  and  One  other  fit  Person  being  a  Priest 
or  Clergyman  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  to  be  Chaplain  or 
Chaplains  at  any  One  Time  in  any  such  Workhouse ;  and  the 
Commissioners  shall  fix  and  from  Time  to  Time  regulate  die 
Salary  of  such  Chaplain  or  Chaplains :  Provided  always,  that 
in  the  Appointment  of  such  Chaplain  Preference  shall  be  given 
to  some  Clergyman  of  the  Established  Church  officiating  within 
the  Parish  in  which  such  Workhouse  shall  be  situated,  if  duly 
qualified,  and  in  like  Manner  to  some  Dissenting  Minister  and 
some  Clergyman  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Religion,  if  duly  quali- 
fied, acting  as  such  within  the  said  Parish. 

XLIX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Order  of  the  Conunb- 
sioners  nor  any  Bye  Law  shall  oblige  any  Inmate  of  any  Work- 
house to  attend  or  be  present  at  any  Religious  Service  which 
may  be  celebrated  in  a  Mode  contrary  to  the  Religious  Princi* 
pies  of  such  Inmate,  nor  shall  authorize  the  Education  of  an^ 
Child  in  such  Workhouse  in  any  Religious  Creed  other  than 
that  professed  by  the  Parents  or  surviving  Parent  of  such  Child, 
and  to  which  such  Parents  or  Parent  shall  object,  or  in  the  Case 
of  an  Orphan  to  which  the  Guardian  or  Guardians,  God&ther 
or  Godmother  of  such  Orphan  shall  object :  Provided  aiso»  that 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  regular  Minister  of  the  Religious 
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Persuasion  of  any  Inmate  of  such  Workhouse  at  all  Times  in 
the  Day,  on  the  Request  of  such  Inmate,  to  visit  such  Work- 
house, for  the  Purpose  of  affording  Religious  Assistance  to  such 
Inmate,  and  also  for  the  Purpose  of  instructing  his  Child  or 
Children  in  the  Principles  of  his  Religion. 

L.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  Parish  Wardens 
of  Guardians  of  every  Union,  within  One  Month  after  the  *<»b«*PPo»nt«*- 
annual  Election  of  Guardians,  to  appoint  a  fit  Person  in  each 
Parish  or  Townland,  or  any  Part  thereof  respectively,  included 
in  such  Union,  to  be  and  be  styled  the  Warden  for  such  Parish, 
Townland,  or  Part  thereof,  and  such  Warden  shall  hold  his 
Office  for  One  Year,  and  may  be  re-appointed  thereto,  and 
shall  provide  for  the  Conveyanoe  to  the  Workhouse  of  any 
such  destitute  poor  Persons  within  such  Parish,  Townland,  or 
Part  thereof,  as  the  Guardians  shall  direct,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  Duties  in  relation  to  the  Purposes  of  this  Act  as 
the  Orders  of  the  Commissioners  shall  prescribe ;  and  shall,  when 
required  by  the  Guardians,  attend  the  Meetings  of  their  Board, 
and  report  to  them  from  Time  to  Time  the  State  of  the  Poor 
within  such  Parish,  Townland,  or  Part  thereof,  and  the  Increase 
or  Diminution  of  Mendicancy  therein,  and  such  other  Parti- 
culars in  relation  to  the  Condition  of  such  Parish,  Townland, 
or  Part  thereof,  as  he  may  think  fit,  or  as  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians shall  require. 

LL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Com-  Comminionen 
niissioners,  when  they  shaU  think  fit,  upon  Application  from  eSctSii. 
the  Guardian  or  Guardians  of  any  Electoral  Division,  to  direct  ^^^ 
a  Meeting  of  the  Rate-payers  of  such  Division  to  be  held,  after 
Fourteen  Days  previous  Notice  given  and  published  in  such 
Form  and  Manner  as  the  Commissioners  shall  direct,  at  some 
Place  within  the  Division  to  be  named  in  such  Notice,  at  which 
Meeting  the  Guardian  of  the  Division,  or  if  there  be  more  than 
one,  such  one  of  the  Guardians  present  as  shall  have  been  first 
named  in  the  Return  for  such  Electoral  Division,  and  in  the 
Absence  of  any  such  Guardian  some  Rate-payer  to  be  elected 
by  the  Majority  present  at  the  Meeting,  shall  be  Chairman; 
and  if  at  any  such  Meeting  the  Majority  in  Value  of  the  Rate- 
payers present  shall  agree  to  and  sign  an  Application  to  the 
Commissioners  for  the  reusing  of  a  Rate  to  assist  Emigration,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioners  from  Time  to  Time,  by 
Orders  under  their  Seal,  to  direct  the  Guardians  to  raise  such 
Sums  as  the  Commissioners  shall  think  requisite  for  assisting 
Emigration,  such  Sums  not  to  exceed  in  any  One  Year  One

And  be  it  declared  and  enacted,  That  for  the  Purposes 
of  this  Act  every  Husband  shall  be  liable  to  maintain  his  Wife, 
and  every  Child  under  the  Age  of  Fifteen,  whether  legitimate 
or  illegitimate,  which  she  may  have  had  at  the  Time  of  her 
Marriage  with  such  Husband ;  and  every  Father  shall  be  liable 
to  maintain  his  Child,  and  every  Widotir  to  maintain  her  Child, 
and  the  Mother  of  every  Bastard  Child  to  maintain  such  Bastard 
Child,  until  every  such  Child  respectively  shall  attain  the  Age 
of  Fifteen  Years :  Provided  always,  and  be  it  declared,  that  no- 
thing herein  contained  shall  be  taken  to  remove  or  lessen  the 
Obligations  to  which  any  Husband  or  Parent  is  by  Law  liable 
in  regard  to  the  Maintenance  of  his  Wife  or  Children,  Intimate 
or  illegitimate  respectively,  independently  of  this  Act 

LIV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  Relief  given  under  this 
Act  to  a  Wife  or  Child  shall  be  considered  as  given  to  t!ie  Per- 
son declared  by  this  Act  to  be  liable  to  maintain  such  Wfe 
or  Child. 

LV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Cost  Price  of  any  Relief 
declared  to  be  a  which  the  Said  Commissioners  shall  by  any  Order  declare  or

hereby  declared  to  be  a  Loan  from  the  Guardians  of  the  Union 
in  which  the  same  shall  be  given,  and  shall  be  recoverable  fros 
the  Person  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  given,  or  considered  as 
given  under  this  Act,  by  such  and  the  same  Actions  and  Pro- 
ceedings as  Money  lent 

LVL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  when  any  Relief  shall  have 
been  given  to  any  Person  entitled  to  or  in  receipt  of  ant 
Pension,  Superannuation,  or  other  Allowance  in  respect  of  hit 
Service  in  the  Navy,  Royal  Marines,  Army,  or  Oi'dftance,  or 
to  his  Wife,  or  to  any  Child  whom  he  may  be  liable  to  maintain, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Guardians,  by  Minute,  stating  the  Par- 
ticulars of  the  Relief  so  given  and  the  Person  to  whom  given. 
to  require  that  the  next  Payment  which  shall  become  due  d 
such  Pension  or  Allowance  shall  be  made  to  such  Guardians;

Allowance  shall  have  been  granted  for  Service  in  the  Army  or

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wich  Pensioner,'*  (as  the  Case  may  be,)  written  thereon,  which 
said  Paymaster  General  shall  thereupon,  and  upon  sufficient 
Proof  being  given  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Paymaster  General 
or  Commissioners  of  Chelsea  Hospital  respectively  that  the  Person 
whose  Pension  or  other  Allowance  shall  be  so  required  to  be 
paid  shall  be  living  when  the  same  shall  become  payable,  and 
would  have  been  otherwise  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  cause 
Payment  to  be  made  to  such  Guardians ;  and  the  said  Guardians 
so  receiving  any  Pension  or  Allowance  shall  retain  and  apply  so 
much  thereof  as  will  repay  the  Cost  of  Relief  actually  given 
as  aforesaid  for  the  Use  and  Indemnity  of  the  Union,  and  shall 
pay  the  Surplus,  if  any,  to  the  Pensioner  or  Person  entitled 
thereto;  and  upon  the  Receipt  of  any  such  Minute  as  afore- 
said the  Payment  of  the  Pension  or  other  Allowance  mentioned 
therein  shall  be  suspended  imtil  sufficient  Proof  shall  have 
been  given  to  entitle  the  Guardians  named  in  such  Minute  to 
receive  the  Money  thereby  required  to  be  paid  to  them. 

LVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  where  any  poor  Person  shall,  Liability  of 
through  old  Age,  Infirmity,  or  Defect,  be  unable  to  support  ChUdrento 
himself,  every  Child  of  such  poor  Person  shall  be  liable,  y"^^ 
according  to  his  Ability,  to  support  or  contribute  to  support 
such  poor  Person ;  and  in  case  Relief  shall  be  given  under  this 
Act  to  any  poor  Person  whose  Child  shall  be  liable  to  support 
him  or  contribute  to  his  Support,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
Two  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  Jurisdiction  within  which  such 
Child  may  dwell,  on  the  Application  of  the  Guardians  of  the 
Union  in  which  such  Relief  shall  have  been  given,  by  tlieir 
Order  to  direct  what  Sum,  not  exceeding  the  Cost  Price  of 
such  Relief,  shall  be  paid  by  such  Child  to  such  Guardians  in 
respect  of  the  Relief  which  shall  have  been  so  given,  and  also 
what  weekly  or  other  periodical  Payments  shall  be  made  by 
such  Child  to  such  Guardians  in  respect  of  such  Relief  as  shall 
subsequently  be  given  to  such  poor  Person ;  and  the  Sum  so 
directed  to  be  paid,  and  also  such  weekly  or  other  periodical 
Payments,  when  and  as  they  shall  become  due,  shall  be  reco- 
verable by  such  Guardians  in  the  same  Manner  as  any  Penalties 
are  recoverable  under  this  Act.

obedience to  the  Rules  prescribed  or  sanctioned  by  the  Com- 
missioners for  the  Government  of  such  Workhouse,  or  of  other 
Misbehaviour  therein,  and  every  Person  who  shall  introduce 
or  attempt  to  introduce  spirituous  or  feiTuented  Liquors  into 
any  "^Workhouse,  contrary  to  the  Orders  of  the  Commissioners^ 
shall,  on  Conviction  thereof  before   any  Justice  of  the  Peace 
at  Petty  Sessions  in  open  Court,  either  by  the  Confession  of 
8uch  Oifender,.  or  by  the  Evidence  on  Oath  of  One  or  more 
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credible  Wittiess  or  Witnesses,  be  committ^  to  the  Common 
Gaol  or  House  of  Correction,  there  to  be  kept  to  hard  Labour 
for  any  Time  not  exceeding  One  Calendar  Month. 

LIX.  And  be  it  enacted  That  if  any  Person  shall  desert 
and  leave  his  Wife^  or  any  Child  whom  such  Person  shall  be 
liable  to  maintain,  so  that  such  Wife  or  Child  shall  become 
destitute  and  be  relieved  in  the  Workhouse  of  any  Union,  every 
such  Person  shall,  on  Conviction  thereof  before  any  Justice  of 
the  Peace  at  Petty  Sessions  in  open  Court,  either  by  the  Con- 
fession of  the  Offender,  or  by  the  Evidence  of  One  or  more 
credible  Witness  or  Witnesses,  be  committed  to  the  Common 
Gaol  or  House  of  Correction,  there  to  be  kept  to  hard  Labour 
for  any  Term  not  exceeding  Tliree  Calendar  Months. 

LX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  upon  Oath  being  made  before  him  that 
any  Person  hath  committed  any  Offence  as  aforesaid,  to  issue 
his  Warrant  to  apprehend  and  bring  before  him,  or  some  other 
Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace  at  Petty  Sessions  in  open 
Court,  the  Person  so  charged,  to  be  dealt  with  as  is  directed 
by  this  Act. 

LXI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  for  the  Purpose  of  defray- 
ing the  Expences  incurred  in  the  Execution  of  this  Act  the 
Guardians  of  every  Union,  or,  where  a  Board  of  Guardians 
shall  not  be  acting,  the  Persons  or  Officers  appointed  by  the 
Commissioners  in  their  Behalf,  shall  from  Time  to  Time  make 
and  levy  such  Rates  as  may  be  necessary  on  every  Occupier  of 
rateable  Hereditaments  in  or  arising  within  such  Union. 

LXII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  making  every  such  Bate 
due  Regard  shall  be  had  to  the  Amoimt  which  shall  in  manner 
aforesaid  have  been  ascertained  to  be  chargeable  upon  any  £le^ 
toral  Division,  in  respect  of  its  Proportion  of  the  Expences 
incurred  in  the  Relief  of  Persons  within  the  Workhouse  of  the 
Union,  during  the  Period  to  which  the  last  Account  of  such 
Expences  shsul  extend. 

LXIII.  And  be  it  enacted  and  declared,  That  the  following 
Hereditaments  shall  be  rateable  Hereditaments  under  this  Act; 
!»>.,  all  Lands,  Buildings,  and  opened  Mines ;  all  Commons, 
and  Rights  of  Common,  and  all  other  Profits  to  be  had,  received, 
or  taken  out  of  any  Land;  all  Rights  of  Fishery;  all  Canals, 
Navigations,  and  Rights  of  Navigation ;  and  Rights  of  Way  and 
other  Rights  or  Easements  over  Land,  and  the  Tolls  levied  in 
respect  of  such  Rights  and  Easements,  and  all  other  Tolls:  Pro- 
vided always,  that  no  Turf  Bog  or  Turf  Bank  used  for  tbe 
exclusive  Purpose  of  cutting  or  saving  Turf,  or  for  taking  Tnrf 
Mould  therefrom  for  Fuel  or  for  Manure,  shall  be  rateabk 
under  this  Act,  unless  a  Rent  or  other  valuable  Considention 
shall  be  payable  for  the  same ;  and  provided  also^  that  no  Mines 
which  have  not  been  opened  Seven  Years  before  the  passing 
of  this  Act  shall  be  rateable  until  the  Term  of  Seven  Years  from 
the  Time  of  the  opening  thereof  shall  have  expired;  and  no 
Mines  hereafter  to  be  opened  shall  be  rateable  until  Seven 
Years  after  the  same  shall  have  been  opened  \  and  Mines  M

or  Cemetery,  nor  any  Infirmary,  Hospital,  Charity  School,  or 
other  Building  used  exclusively  for  charitable  Purposes,  nor 
any  Building,  Land,  or  Hereditament  dedicated  to  or  used  for 
Public  Purposes,  shall  be  rateable,  except  where  any  private 
Profit  or  Use  shall  be  directly  derived  therefrom,  in  which  Case 
the  Person  deriving  such  Profit  or  Use  shall  be  liable  to  be  rated 
as  an  Occupier  according  to  the  annual  Value  of  such  Profit  or 
Use. 

LXIV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  such  Rate  shall  be  a  Rates  to  be 
Poundage  Rate  made  upon  an  Estimate  of  the  net  annual  Value  "^®  *T  ^*J^ 
of  the  several  Hereditaments  rated  thereunto ;  that  is  to  say,  of  y^u^.

LX V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Particulars  of  every  such  R»uh  to  be 
Rate  shall  be  entered  in  a  Book,  which  (in  addition  to  anv  ^^|"  *  ^"^ 
other  Particular  which  the  Commissioners  may  require)  shall 
contain  an  Account  of  every  Particular  set  forth  at  the  Head 
of  the  respective  Columns  in  the  Form  given  in  the  Second 
Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed,  and  the  Guardians  and  other 
Officers  whose  Duty  it  may  be  to  make  the  said  Rate,  or  such 
a  Number  of  the  said  Guardians  or  other  Officers  as  are  com-

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lion ;  and  for  the  Purpose  of  making  any  such  Sarrey,  Valua- 
tion, or  Revision  the  said  Guardians,  or  the  Valuators  or  Sur- 
veyor by  them  appointed,  may  at  all  reasonable  Tiroes  enter 
every  Field,  Garden,  or  other  inclosed  Land,  and  all  Bidldiiigs 
(not  being  inhabited  Dwelling  Houses)  situate  within  audi 
Union. 

LXVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Body  Corporate, 
and  every  Company  of  Proprietors  and  Joint  Stock  Company 
associated  by  Authority  of  Parliament  or  by  Royal  Charter  or 
Letters  Patent,  or  to  whom  any  Privileges  or  Powers  have  been 
or  shall  be  granted  by  Parliament  or  by  Royal  Charter  or  by 
Letters  Patent,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  any  Tolls  or  Profits 
from  or  on  account  of  the  Use  of  any  Canal,  Navigation,  Rail- 
way, Right  of  Way,  or  other  Easement,  or  to  any  other  Tolls 
which  shall  be  rateable  under  this  Act,  shall  cause  to  be  duly 
kept  Accounts  showing  the  Gross  Amount  of  the  monthly  Re- 
ceipts in  respect  of  such  Tolls  and  Profits  received  in  every 
Year  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  also  the 
Amount  of  the  Expenditure  in  every  such  Year  on  account  of 
the  Repairs.  Insurance,  and  other  Expences,  the  probable  annuill 
Average  Cost  of  which  under  the  Provision  herein-before  con- 
tained should  be  taken  into  account  in  ascertaining  the  net 
annual  Value  of  such  Canal,  Navigation,  Railway,  Right  of  War^ 
Easement,  or  Tolls,  and  of  the  Rates,  Taxes,  and  Charges 
thereon ;  and  the  Guardians  of  tlv&  Poor  of  the  Union  or  sewral 
Unions  within  which  such  Canal,  Navigation,  Railway,  Right  of 
VV^ay,  Easement,  or  Tolls  shall  be  rateable,  or  any  Agent  by 
such  Guardians  authorized  under  their  Seal,  shall  have  free 
Access  to  and  Liberty  to  inspect  the  same  during  the  Months  of 
April  and  October  in  every  Year.

thereof  or  Extracts  therefrom,  without  paying  any- thing  for  the 
same;  and  in  case  the  Person  or  Persons  having  the  Custody  of 
8uch  Rate  shall  refiise  to  permit  or  shall  not  permit  such  Person 
or  Persons  so  affected  thereby  as  aforesaid  to  take  Copies  thereof 
or  Extracts  therefrom,  the  Person  or  Persons  so  refusing  or  not 
permitting  such  Copy  or  Extract  to  be  made  shall  for  each  and 
eveiy  such  Offence  forfeit  and  pay  any  Sum  not  exceeding  Ten 
Shillings,  to  be  recovered  as  Penalties  and  Forfeitures  are  reco- 
verable under  this  Act.

Rate  and  Costs  by  Civil  Bill  in  the  Name  of  such  Guardians 
before  the  Assistant  Barrister  having  Jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
determine  Causes  by  Civil  Bill  in  the  County,  Place,  or  District 
where  the  Person  liable  to  pay  the  same  resides:  Provided 
always,  that  in  case  the  Person  occupying  such  Property,  and 
paying  such  Rate  and  Costs,  or  any  Part  thereof,  shall  not  be 
the  Person  primarily  liable  to  pay  the  Rate,  or  the  immediate 
or  any  superior  Landlord  of  the  Person  primarily  liable^  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  him  to  deduct  and  retain  the  whole  of  the  Rate

in  default  thereof,  or  in  the  event  of  such  Writ  being  refused 
pr  of  such  Order  being  deemed  legal,  to  pay  the  Commissioners 
their  full  Costs,  Charges,  and  Expences,  to  be  taxed  according 
to  the  Course  of  the  said  Court  of  Queen's  Bench ;  and  in  any 
such  Case  the  Commissioners  entitled  to  such  Costs,  within  Ten 
Days  after  Demand  made  of  the  Person  or  Persons  who  ought 
to  pay  the  said  Costs,  upon  Oath  made  of  the  making  such 
Demand,  and  Refusal  of  Payment  thereof,  may  recover  the 
^anie  in  the  same  Manner  as  any  Penalties  and  Forfeitures  are 
recoverable  ynder  this  Act. 

CXVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  upon  the  Hearing  of  the 
Application  the  Court  shall  order  a  Writ  of  Certiorari  to  issae 
for  bringing  up  any  such  Order,  and  the  same,  being  bronght 
i^to  Court,  shall  be  quashed  as  illegal,  the  Commissioners  shall 
forthwith  notify  the  Judgment  of  the  Court  to  all  Unions  to 
which  such  Qrder  shall  have  been  directed,  and  the  same  shall 
from  the  Time  qf  receiving  such  Notice  respectively  be  deemed

An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  of  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  ^t/i^^yj 
Years  of  His  late  Majesty,  empowering  His  Majesty  ^^TVVcT^ 
to  erect  South  Australia  into  a  British  Province  or 
Provinces.  [31st  Juh/  1838.] 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Fourth  and  Fifth 
^ '  Years  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  4  &  5W.4.ci95. 
to  tmpower  His  Megesty  to  erect  South  Australia  into  a  British 
Province  or  Provinces^  and  to  provide  fir  the  Colonization  and 
Government  thereof,  His  Majesty  was  empowered,  with  the 
Advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  to  erect  and  establish  within 
that  Part  of  Australia  which  lies  between  the  Meridians  of  the 
One  hundred  and  thirtynsecond  and  One  hundred  and  forty- 
first  Degrees  of  East  Longitude^  and  between  the  Southern 
Ocean  and  the  Twenty-sixth  Degree  of  South  Latitude,  toge- 
ther with  the  Islands  adjacent  thereto,  and  the  Bays  and  Gulfe 
thereof^  One  or  more  Provinces,  and  to  fix  the  respective 
Boundaries  of  such  Provinces;  and  by  the  said  Act  it  was 
enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  His  Majesty,  by  Warrant 
under  the  Sign  Manual,  countersigned  by  His  Majesty's  Prinh 
cipal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  to  appoint  Three  or 
more  fit  Persons  to  be  Commissioners  to  carry  certain  Parts

Baron  Glendg,  one  of  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State  having  the  Department  of  the  Colonies,  Robert  Torrens, 
WiUiam  Alexander  Madrnmon,  William  Hutt,  John  George  Shaw 
Lefevre^  George  Palmer  the  younger,  Jacob  Monte/iore,  Samuel 
MiUsj  Edward  Barnard,  Josiah  Roberts^  and  James  Pennington, 
Esquires,  were  duly  appointed  to  be  such  Colonization  Com- 
missioners for  South  Australia :  And  whereas  His  said  Majesty 
oa  or  about  the  Nineteenth  Day  of  February  One  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  by  Letters  Patent  under  the 
Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy 
Council,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  Powers  in  that  Behalf  vested

Patent  contained  should  aifect  or  be  construed  to  zSecX  the 
Rights  of  any  aboriginal  Natives  of  the  said  Province  to  the

*  by  Law  for  the  Conveyance  of  the  Mails  by  Railways 

*  at  a  reasonable  Rate  of  Charge  to  the  Public :'  Be  it  enacted 
by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice 
and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Com- 
mons, in  this  present  Parliament  assemUed,  and  by  the  Authcv- 

rity  of  the  same,  That  in  all  Cases  of  Railways  already  made  or  Postimttter 
in  progress  or  to  be  hereafter  made  within  the  United  King*  Generaimayr©- 
dom,  by  which  Passengers  or  Goods  shall  be  conveyed  in  or  Companies  ti 
upon  Carriages  drawn  or  impelled  by  the  Power  of  Steam^  or  by  convey  the

the  Extracts ;  and  in  preparing  Extracts,  and  Record  Copies 
thereof,  printed  Forms,  in  manner  or  to  the  Eifect  required 
by  the  said  Act  of  the  Fiftieth  Year  of  His  Majesty  King  Oeorye 
the  Third,  shall  be  used,  the  Blanks  in  such  Forms  being  filled 
up  in  Writing;  and  such  Principal  Extractor  shall  from  Time 
to  Time  employ  such  Ingrossing  Clerks  as  he  shall  think  neces-
